Two area municipalities — Wheeling 


and Palatine — will miss $78,034 in fed- 
eral roAcnuc-shartni! funding Friday be- 
cause officials failed to complete re- 
quired forms. 


Wheeling and Palatine will lose oppor- 


tunity to invest the funds and collect in- 
terest because ot the filing delay. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing In 


Washington said Tuesday that about 
0 100 quarterly checks nationwide total- 
ing Slin million will be withheld until 
proper forms arc mailed. 


UIIKKUNG officials have failed to 


complete "not just the last forms, but all 
forms," a spokesman In Washington 
said. "We've never received anything 
from them." 


The village is scheduled to receive 


$143,800 this year and $42,234 this quar- 
ter. 


"I've been bothered by newspapers so 


much I haven't had time to do them," 
Village Mgr. George Passolt said. "I 
think Hint's one of the serious reasons. I 
haven't had the time, period."

Environmental unit established 
Village fills commissions vacancies

The Wheeling Village Board ended sev- 


eral months of debate by finally filling 
the vacancies on all hut three of the vil- 
lage commissions. 


Two of the scats filled had been empty 


for more than a year when Douglas Car- 
gill vacated his positions on the zoning 
board and the plan commission. The ac- 
tion Monday night aUo established the 
long-discussed environmental 
commis- 


sion, which was first proposed in the 1971 
village election campaign. 


No appointments were made to the hu- 


man relations, public relations or indus- 
trial commissions. Board members arc 
in the process of reviewing an ordinance 
that would combine these three hoards 
into the Wheeling Relations Commission. 


Former trustee Michael Valenza was 


appointed to chair the environmental 
commission, which has been described 
by village officials as one of the most 
important Wheeling commissions. The 
new commission will have the power to 
review all planning and zoning In the vil- 
lage, and will be responsible -for drafting 
the village's environmental ordinances. 


THE FORMER trustee was selected in 


a 5-1 vote, with Trustee Don Jackson vot- 
ing against the appointment. Earlier 
Jackson questioned Valenza's ability to 
serve on the commission because of bad 
publicity surrounding his Involvement in 


a federal grand jury investigation into 
village building and zoning shakedowns. 


Valenza refused to talk to the Herald 


about appointment or his hopes for the 
commission, 


Also appointed to the environmental 


commission for a two-year term was Bill 
Rogers, who has been active on the vil- 
lage Pal-Woukee Airport steering com- 
mittee. Robert Kingsbury was appointed 
to a one-year term on the commission. 


The vacancies on the plan commission 


were filled by former Jaycee president 
Tony Altleri and Gilbert Monoson, also 
active in the Jaycees. Current plan com- 
mission members Ray Waymcl and Wil- 
fred Sommer were reappointeij until 
April 30,1976. 


Hugh Sommerfeld, who ran for village 


trustee in 1969, was chosen to fill the va- 
cancy on the zoning board. Board mem- 
bers reappointed Alan Martin to the zon- 
ing board. Both men will serve until 1980. 


CHAIRMAN OF the police and fire 


commission Vern Nystrom was leap- 
pointed to that board until April 30, 19V6 
Charles Kerr was appointed for a two- 
year term on the police pension board. 


Vacancies on the youth commission 


were filled by the appointment of Philip 
Kirkegaard and Martin Murphv. Current 
commissioners June Orlowski, Loni MiU 
and Mary Jane Koparek were reap- 
pointed to that commission. 


The village board also appointed 15- 


year-old John Sheik to the youth commis- 
sion. Board members noted that Sheik is 
the youngest commissioner ever appoint- 
ed in Wheeling. 


Board members chose Arthiir Ap- 


plequist, Nancy Schnaitmann and Mered- 
ith Tripp to serve on the board of health. 
Vacancies on the electrical cammission 
\vere filled by the appointments of Ray 
Kulpms, Elmer Lcmke and A.M. Man- 
sukhani. 


Robert Buerger was reappointed the 


director of village civil defence. On Buor- 
ger's recommendation, the village board 
appointed Arthur Sccber ard Marvin 
Buerger as deputy directors.

Streets off Dundee may close for wort 


Communities along Dundee Road will 


be asked to close several intersecting 
streets to help expedite the widening and 
repaving of the roadway, according to 
state officials. 


Albert Sifrer, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, yesterday 
said the state has requested the streets 
be closed at alternate intervals, starting 


in three to four weeks. At that time, 
workers should be finished with final 
grading and installation of the sub-base 
and will begin paving two lanes of the 
road west of Elmhurst Road. 


The project consists of widening the 


road to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Road and 111. Rtc. S3, through Buffalo 
Grove, Arlington Heights and Wheeling. 


Sifrer said closing the streets will in- 


sure that workmen complete at least two 
of the four lanes by winter. Closing the 
streets will enable workers to pave the 
entire road at once, rather than skipping 
the intersections and paving them at an- 
other time.

Village officials' opinions mixed on housing plan 


Wheeling officials had mixed reactions 


>cstcrday to bringing low-and moderate- 
Income homing to the Ullage as part of n 
voluntary plan for balanced distribution 
of such housing In the Chicago area. 


According to the plan released Monday 


by the Regional Housing Coalition, the 
Northwest suburbs will need 10,300 addi- 
tional low-and modcartc-incomc housing 
units during the next 10 years. 


The plan was developed as an alterna- 


tive to court-ordered distribution of low 
and moderate-Income housing in the sub- 
urbs. Members of the coalition will now 
begin developing local plans with the 
Individual suburbs, working in con- 
junction with local government., 


VILLAGE MGIl. George Passolt said, 


he felt Wheeling would cooperate with 
the plan as an alternative to court-or- 
dered housing. "I'm not fond of the Idea 
of court-ordered stuff," he said. "I think 


you're a lot better off working on a coop- 
erative basis." 


The manager said, however, he is not 


sure there is a need for low-and moder- 
ate-income housing in Wheeling. He said 
it Is not necessary for Wheeling's entire 
labor force to live in the village. 


"I commuted for 17 years into Chicago, 


so I imagine people could commute out 
here from Chicago with the same case," 
he said. 


Trustee Ron Bruhn said he wanted to 


Investigate the village's legal position In 
developing 
low-and 
moderate-income 


housing before commenting on the plan. 
"You have to know what powers you 
have to even suggest this thing," he said. 


WHEN ASKED about the need for such 


housing In Wheeling, Bruhn said, "I 
think there is a definite need for senior 
citizens on Social Security and so forth to 
have good housing. My first opinion Is 


except for senior citizens, there is no 
need," he said. 


Trustee Don Jackson said he felt the 


village has a definite obligation and com- 
mitment to help provide low-and moder- 
ate-income housing. "I definitely think 
there is a need for it," he said. "And I 
think it is imperative to work together 
otherwise you end up fighting each other. 
That Isn't good for either the people com- 
ing in or the people involved." 


Jackson said, however, there would be 


a lot of problems, associated with bring- 
ing such housing to the village. He said 
he, like many others, might not be happy 
about some of the side effects If the hous- 
ing was not properly planned. 


"I'm sure there will be difficulties, but 


I think it should be done," he said. "If 
It's done right, I think it could work suc- 
cessfully, but It would take a lot of plan- 
ning." 


TRUSTEE BILL Hem, however, said 


he did not think Wheeling needs low-or 
moderate-Income housing. "It costs a lot 
more to live in the suburbs than it docs 
in the city," he said. "I don't think there 
are too many people in the $6,000 bracket 
living in the suburbs. So I don't really 
see the need for it." 


Heln said that perhaps many of the 


large industrial firms should stay in the 
city "where the manpower Is" instead of 
moving to the suburbs. He said if these 
firm? did not move to the suburbs,'there- 
would be no need for the low-and moder- 
ate-income housing. 


"There Is a need for .single-family 


housing," Hein said. "There is not a 
need for low-inco'me housing. If you're 
enticing anyone to live in the suburbs, I 
think the suburbs should be more inter- 
ested in the moderate-income housing." 


All of the officials contacted echoed 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon's opinion 
that the matter should be studied more 


thoroughly. "I haven't gotten into the 
study on it. I really don't know the me- 
chanics of it," Scanlon said. "I'd really 
have (o study it before I could comment 
on it. I don't know what the pros and 
cons are." 


TRUSTEES John Koeppcn, Ed Bcrger 


and Al Lang were unavailable for com- 
ment. 


Members of the coalition will now start 


a series of meetings in their sectors to 
talk with local officials about the plan 
and housing needs. One member of the 
coalition, Village Pres. Robert Teichert 
of Mount Prospect, said sone mayors 
may think it is political suicide to en- 
dorse the plan because low ard moderate 
housing is such a controvcrsit 1 issue. 


Promoters of the plan are hoping, how-, 


ever, that an educational prtgram will 
help change community feelings about 
such housing.

(loud Sun 


Harper, union 


brass seek to 


head off strike 


Harper College officials and represen- 


tatives of Local H of the Service Em- 
ployes Union will meet next week in an 
effort to head off a strike by the college's 
custodians and maintenance workers. 


The meeting will be at 3:30 p.m. Tues- 


day at the college, according to spokes- 
men for both sides. If the dispute is not 
resolved at that time, the union will 
schedule a strike vote for the-following 
Saturday, according to M. E. (Curley) 
Lore, organizational director of the 
union. 


The issues in the dispute, according to 


spokesmen for both sides, involve sala- 
ries, the right of union members to have 
dues withheld from their paychecks and 
grievance procedures. Bargaining has 
gone on since June, with the union ask- 
ing for an eight per cent across-the-board 
pay increase and the college offering in- 
creases of approximately 5 per cent. 


Wilfred Von Mayr, personnel director 


for the college, said he hopes the. dispute 
can be settled at the meeting, but de- 
clined comment on whether the college 
has developed contingency plans for use 
In event of a strike. 


Lore said he also hopes for a resolu- 


tion, but added.V'the (college) board of 
trustees is evidently taking a 'don't care' 
attitude. We're on the brink." 


" Lore had said earlier that a strike by 
the' employes would result in other 
Bunions, particularly Teamsters driving 
trucks with supplies for the college, from 
crossing the union's picket lines. There 
are about 57 custodial and maintenance 
employes at the college and Lore said 
about 70 per cent are members of the 
union.

Negotiators agree to hike school lunch aid 


House ami Senate negotiators have agreed on a 25 per cent 


Increase In federal aid to the school lunch program, with a 
promise of more money if food costs continue to rise. The 
compromise legislation must still pass the full Senate and the 
House. 


Senate OKs $1.2 billion foreign aid bill 
The Senate has approved a $1.2 billion foreign aid bill, 


smallest since the post World War II Marshall Plan, after 
voting a sweeping revision of the way U.S. money will be 
spent In the underdeveloped world. Written into the bill were 
provisions barring aid to Chile until human rights are re- 
stored, and banning funds to pay for abortions In other coun- 
tries. 


Government insurance plan proposed 


Sens. Russell Long, D-La., and Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 


proposed government Insurance to make it possible for fami- 
lies to suffer a serious Illness or Injury without approaching 
bankruptcy. The insurance would pay medical costs after a 
patient, or his own Insurance, paid the first $2,000 in bills or 
the first 60 days of hospitalizatlon. 


Mitchell, Kleindienst, Gray in court 


Former U.S. attorneys general John Mitchell and Richard 


Klclmlicnst. and former acting FBI director L. Patrick Gray 
HI, showed up in federal court in Dallas under subpoena 
yesterday to answer charges that a Texas stock fraud scandal 
wns perpetrated by the GOP to discredit the Texas Demo- 
cratic party. The Tcxa* stock fraud scandal broke in January 
of 1971. 


Elks open membership to nonwhites 


The Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, the nation's 


largest fraternal organization, yesterday opened Its member- 
ililp to blacks and other nonwhites for the first time since 
before the turn of the century. The vote to drop "whites only" 
membership passed 4 to 1.

In the bathroom of their modern, 


ranch-style home here, police found the 
bodies of Episcopal Rev. John K. Barnes, 
47; his daughter, Franciene, 18; and his 
son John E. Barnes, 14. 


About 40 miles away at Fisher's Motel 


in Falmouth, Ky., authorities said they 
found three more bodies. The victims 
were identified as David Sizemore, 26, 
Thousand Sticks, Ky.; Monroe Sizemore, 
Hazard, Ky., and the night manager of 
the motel, Elvn Harper, 64. 


Authorities said the escapees told the 


night manager they were FBI agents 
looking for drugs and he apparently let 
them into one of the rooms. The occu- 
pants of that room and another room 
were robbed and shot, police said. 


Sloan and Scott and Roy Collins, 24, 


Lima, Ohio, broke out of a federal court- 
house jail Monday afternoon by saw- 
ing a bar from the corner of a cellblock 
window. 


Collins broke a leg jumping from the 


roof of the one-story courthouse and was 
captured but Sloan and Scott got away. 


Police said the pair took Mrs. Robert 


Ewalt hostage, ransacked her home and 
took a .22 caliber rifle, several kitchen 
knives and her car after leaving her un- 
harmed and tied to a chair. 


The pair was apprehended in Barnes* 


car. Sloan and Scott were captured when 
a policeman in Highland Heights, Ky., 
near Cincinnati, spotted it traveling at a 
high rate of speed. Ho requested assis- 
tance and four police cars stopped the 
vchicel. 


China rips U.S., Russia 
as world's troublemakers 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - China, 


deriding the U.S.-Sovlet detente, charged 
Tuesday the two superpowers are en- 
gaged in a fierce scramble Involving ag- 
gression and subversion to dominate the 
world. 


In a 40-mlnutc address to the General 


Assembly, Chinese Vice Foreign Minister 
Chlao Kuan-hua scoffed at talk of a glob- 
al casing of tensions and said:

order throughout the world and not Iran- 
qulllty." 


Chlao said the contest for world sover-

tin America by the superpowers are 
continuing without end." 


Although the Chiao minister criticized 


the United States and its allies for in- 
stalling the Lon Nol government in Cam- 
bodia, the brunt of his attack was aimed 
at the Soviet Union. 


"The actions of the Soviet Union have

Nixori orders rationing 
on heating oil, propane 


(From Herald news services) 


President Nixon, as expected, ordered 


rationing of wholesale home heating oil 
and propane gas to stretch expected 
shorts supplies and priority users this 
winter. 


The action on propane gas is effec- 


tive immediately, and that on heating 
oils — primarily kerosene, dlcsel oil and 
jet fuels — will be effective in two to 
three weeks. 


Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Mor- 


ton, who will administer the program, 
said it in no way will generate a greater 
supply, but is designed to "spread dis- 
comfort out." 


Officials estimated that home heating 


oil imports will fall 100,000 barrels a day 
short of the expected domestic demands 
for 650,000 barrels dally this winter, as- 
suming a mild winter. 


Under Nixon's executive order, signed 


Tuesday morning, both plans will remain 
in effect until next April 30. and could be 
reinstated for the next winter if short- 
ages persist. Wholesalers will have to 
provide their customers the same pro- 
portion of propane as they sold Oct. 2, 
1972, through April 30,1973. on a list that 
ensures even distribution to homes, hos- 
pitals, farmers, mass transit vehicles 
and other priority users. 


Details of a similar plan for home 


heating oils were expected In a few days, 
and that will be most closely watched In 
the Midwest and Northeast where the 
biggest pinch is expected this winter. 


The idea-of the rationing is that prior- 


ity customers will continue to get the 
same percentage no mat'cr what volume 
is available, and nonpriority customers 
should plan for less. 


Initial Congressional reaction was that 


the Nixon action was too little and too 
late, and some legislators — especially 
those from oil-short New England — 
vowed to push harder fcr mandatory dis- 
tribution control on all fuels, including 
gasoline. 


In Philadelphia, Sun Oil Co. announced 


it was raising its price for home heating 
oil by three cents a gallon. 


Milk price up again

Force report released this week. 


The report call for college-educated policemen by 1082, and 


itnte subsidies to get the pay levels on the Mime scale as 
other professions. 


Although few policemen would argue with the goals set out 


in the report, there arc arguments about the feasibility. 


Police Chief L. W. Cnldorwood of Arlington Heights said a 


college degree docs not necessarily make a good policeman, 
nnd he would be In favor of extensive training — as much as 
in month* — or a special police academy for use by all 
departments. 


The report aha recommends outlawing police strikes, a 


point Caldcnvood agrees Mill) completely. He said police and 
teachers should not be \valklng strike lines. 


John Flood, president of the Combined Counties Police As- 


sociation, said a substitute would have to be Included to pro- 
\lde for collective bargaining If strikes were outlawed. He 
said states that currently Imvc no-strike laws for public em- 
ployes seem to have the highest number of strikes. 


Tlio report calls for consolidation of all police departments 


of less than 10 men. which doesn't affect the Northwest sub- 
urbs, but Flood would go one step further.

When you approach a school bus with 


flashing red lights, stop your car — 
that's the law. 


When a bus driver stops to load or un- 


load passengers he gives a warning to 
other drivers by flashing the red lights 
on the front and rear of the bus, 100 feet 
in advance and 200 feet in rural areas. 
All drivers must stop their vehicles 
whether they ore overtaking or meeting 
the bus, except where highways are sep- 
arated by a median strip. 


The law has teen on the books for 


years, but according to the general man- 
ager of one of the largest school bus ser- 
vices in the Northwest suburbs, the law 
is broken every day. 


DON WEIDNER of Rltzenthaler-Cen- 


tral West Bus Lines serving High School 
Dist. 214, elementary districts 25, 23 and 
21 and most parochial schools in the 
area, said the average driver finds some- 
one disobeying the law once a day. 


"The average person who drives the 


road every day obeys the law," said 
Weidner, but the "biggest offender is the 
mother taking the children to school on a 
rainy day" because she isn't accustomed 
to driving at that hour. 


Unless a policeman sees a driver pass 


a stopped school bus, the driver is sel- 
dom ticketed, said Weidner. The bus 
driver can file a complaint, he said, but 
he must get the license plate number and 
be able to positively identify the driver 
or be subject to arrest himself. 


Weidner said he can recall two acci- 


dents in the past two years in which 
school children were Injured when a 
driver failed to stop for a bus.

reptiles or other dangerous animals as pets. 


The Wheeling Village Board has approved an ordinance 


that makes the keeping of animals "which may bo dangerous 
to Ilfo or limb" a nuisance. Persons violating the ordinance 
are subject to a fine of not more than $500 a day. 


Trustee Al Lang proposed the ordinance as a result of Buf- 


falo Grove's experiences with Seymour the Snake. Residents 
in that town spent several days searching for Seymour after 
he escaped from his garage and was reported to be a poi- 
sonous Egyptian cobra. Later, tho search was called off when 
it was learned that Seymour was probably a harmless rat 
snake. 


Lang noted that the ordinance was passed just in time since 


the village had recently received a request for a pet license 
for a tiger.

Yeah, "the times they arc a-changin' " 


and rock music has come a long way, 
baby, since Venus in blucjcans mooned 
over Johnny Angel and Elvis (The King) 
Presley moved into Heartbreak Hotel. 


In fact, rock is finding its way Into 


classrooms, where it's being studied 
along with classical jazz and folk music 
as a legitimate art form. One that re- 
flects the attitudes, the emotions, the 
sensibilities of today's society. 


It sounds heavy and it Is, but eight- 


graders at Dist. 21's Holmes Junior High 
School are really picking up on it. With 
the aid of a taped program loaned by 
radio station WLS that traces the evolu- 
tion of rock, they're learning to appre- 
ciate the music they may have only 
danced to before. 


THE TAPE, called "No More Jock 


Rock, Baby!" specifically traces the atti- 
tudes of and about women as expressed 
In popular songs of the last two decades. 


Judy Cronin, Holmes music instructor, 


heard the tape when'it was aired by WLS 
last August and asked to use it as an 
educational tool in teaching rock music. 


With three weeks'of studying various 


forms of rock, from its origin in country 
and western and rhythm and blues to 
shock rock, to the Grand Funk's brand of

acid rock, the kids are prepared to musi- 
cally analyze the songs Included in the 
WLS tape.

The tape is turned on and the kids tune 


In, listening to wallin' Janis Joplin as she 
cries out, "Take It — take another little 
piece of my heart out, baby!" 


ASKED TO Identify the rock form of 


the song, the kids' hands shoot up with 
the answer — that's black soul. A dis- 
cussion ensues about why a white girl 
from Texas like Janis Joplin could come 
across with scaring soul. 


The tape fills In with an interview with 


the late rock singer's biographer, Myra 
Friedman, who talks about Janis Joplln's 
miserable life and her insatiable need for 
love. She says it probably led to her 
death two years ago of a drug overdose. 


The instruments in the song arc named 


and their use discussed — why the 
strings here, why do the drums get lou- 
der here — and what's the time signa- 
ture? 


It's probable that the kids arc learning 


more about the mechanics of music than 
they realize. Miss Cronin said she'll use 
what they've learned about rock to show 
them how the same techniques are used 
in all music. 


"I started with rock to please them — 


It's what they like, it's what they want- 
ed," she said. "I'll teach them music by 
• teaching rock now and then later we'll 
trace the origin of some of the points." 


MISS CRONIN usually uses rock oper- 


as like "Tommy" and "Jesus Christ Su- 
perstar" to teach rock. She was glad to 
get the WLS tape, she said, because 
there are few educational materials out 
on current music. 


"Some people are on our backs about 


not teaching do-re-ml, but this Is where 
It's at for the kids," she said. "I teach 
them that rock reflects their society. 
That it says a lot of the things they feel 
and just can't put Into words." 


The emphasis on women's lib attitudes 


on the tape Isn't stressed too much in 
Miss Cronin's classroom. 


"We talk about it, but some of the 


songs arc anti-woman, some, are anti- 
man — like the tape says, It's not hostile, 
It's heavy," she said. "Of course, some 
of the songs like The Rolling Stones' 
"Under My Thumb", are pretty clear, 
but I wouldn't want to use my classroom 
as a platform for women's lib." 


No tests are planned at the end of this 


unit on rock, but Miss Cronin said she 
may have the students evaluate the 
worth of the tape. She may not be around 
to sec some of the educational results 
she's hoping to get by using it. 


"One of my main purposes is to get the 


kids to listen for the real meat of a 
song," she said. "If I can get them to 
really listen to the radio for that, I'll 
have accomplished something."

Low blood sugar may not be from diet 


Could you please write an article on 


hypoglyccmia — low blood sugar? A 
friend of mine has had It for over a year 
and even though be Is on a sugar free, 
high protein diet, he feels no better.-He 
sleeps only three or four hours a night 
and feels so drained of energy he can 
hardly move. Do you publish any mate- 
rial on it? Is there any hope for his re- 
covery at all? He Is ready to try any- 
thing. He cannot go on much longer feel- 
Ing so bad. 


Yes, I have written several columns on 


this subject. Perhaps it would be helpful 
to point out that there are many other 
factors that cause low blood sugar (glu- 
cose) besides the diet. The blood glucose 
level is kept within narrow ranges by the 
action of the liver, which is a kind of 
blood glucose thermostat. Whenever the 
blood glucose gets too low the stores of 
animal starch (glycogen), or even body 
protein from muscles and other .cells, are 
simply processed to form more blood 
glucose. That Is why a person In a star- 
vation situation doesn't collapse or die 
Immediately from low blood sugar. 


Through the a:.Ion of the liver and fat 


cells excess amounts of blood glucose are 
converted to fat. If the build-up or ab- 
sorption of sugar is faster than the body 
can process, the excess is eliminated 
through the kidneys, All of these mecha- 
nisms are then controlled by other 
glands in the body. 


Whenever the liver is damaged there 


may be a low blood glucose level. Simply 
put, .the liver loses its ability to release 


glucose into the blood. Any factorial 
causes liver damage can be responsible 
for this. 


OTHER PEOPLE have true hyperinsu- 


linism where the pancreas regularly 
forms excess Insulin unrelated to the 
food they eat. Rare individuals with dis- 
ease of the adrenal glands, sometimes 
called Addlson's disease, also have a ten- 
dency to low blood sugar. 


Add to that the point that fatigue is 


a symptom of many things, not a diag- 
nosis of low-blood sugar. It can be 
caused by anemia, tuberculosis, and a 
host of medical problems as well as 
being caused by psychological factors. 
Because many of the symptoms of low 


blood sugar are the same as those 
caused by anxiety reactions, many indi- 
viduals with psychological problems end 
up being told they have low blood sugar. 


You can see why I can't really tell you 


what to expect for your friend. If he has 
faithfully followed a proper diet — which 
may Include more than avoiding sugar — 
then it is hard to see how his problem 
could be a diet related one. If he is still 
eating lots of starches (breads, rolls, po- 
tatoes) he should stop these and limit his 
carboydrates to bulky vegetables and use 
tomatoes to replace citrus fruit. He coulj 
also try eating small meals at more 
frequent Intervals.

Paramount Pictures. Crenna and Eggar 
will be seen in the same roles Oct. 13 
when a television version of the drama Is 
aired.

tures. This one was written by Raymond 
Chandler and Billy Wilder, which is 
about as good as you can get. It's unique 
to get that kind of material hi a 90-raln- 
utc television movie. 


"All it takes is a little updating of the 


dialogue to keep the script contempo- 
rary. The amazing thing about redoing 
an old movie is the change in slang. 
Things like, 'Put up your mitts.' 


"But the dramatic form hasn't 


changed. And neither does the worth of a 
basic story. Thirty years ago a man and 
a woman thought they could get away 
with murder. Some people still think they 
can." 


CRENNA, who has directed 65 tele- 


vision shows himself, realizes the tele- 
vision adaptation of "Double Indemnity" 
was made in a fraction of the time it 
took to film the movie. But he doesn't 
consider that a negative factor. 


"Technology has Improved so much 


you can't really compare moviemaking 
of the '40s with today. The quality of film 
is better, so is the lighting, camera work 


and the sets. We shot on location instead 
of sound stages. And we were much 
more mobile. Fast and efficient. 


"We don't need as much time today 


because everything has been stream- 
lined. I know that doesn't insure quality, 
though. It still all depends on the acting 
and the script. 


"Naturally, I wish we had the luxury 


of a longer shooting schedule, but even 
motion pictures are losing the time ele- 
ment. Everyone is thinking about speed 
and cost and cutting two or three weeks 
out of production schedules." 


Only oldtimcrs will be in a position to 


compare, the Crenna-Eggar perform- 
ances with MacMurray-Stanwyck, end 
even they should find the going difficult 
after a passage of 30 years.

Herald editorial 
We support local housing plan 


The recently revealed plan to 


brine voluntary low and moderate 
income housing to (he suburbs is a 
good beginning and exactly the 
type of approach to subsidized 
housing most palatable to the sub- 
urbs. 


As we have urged In the Herald 


before, the only equitable manner 
for the suburbs to share legitimate- 
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ly in the genuine needs of housing 
in the metropolitan area is to join 
the planning and help control its 
direction. 


Now, a coalition of suburban 


mayors, metropolitan civic leaders 
and planners have combined to 
present a plan for the creation of 
10,000 subsidized 
housing units 


spread over a six-county area. 


Naturally, the immediate re- 


sponse from suburbanites will be, 
"How will all tills affect me?" 


The way we see it, the impact of 


subsidized housing under this plan 
will be less traumatic and under 
greater control than any other plan 
suggested for the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Here's how the plan would work: 
Under the mayor's agreement, 


Northwest 
Cook 
County 
would 


form one sector of many sectors in 
the six-county area. Our share of 
the total number of subsidized 
housing would be 8 per cent for the 
whole Northwest suburban area. 


That percentage includes both in- 
corporated 
and 
unincorporated 


land. Within the first year 800 sub- 
sidized housing units would be built 
— not very many under today's 
high density standards — and with- 
in 10 years some 18,000 units would 
be built in the Northwest sector. 


Local communities would retain 


control over zoning and building; 
this remains a volunteer plan with 
no force of law behind it. The hous- 
ing would not be built in large, high 
rise apartment units typical of in- 
city subsidized housing. The plans 
call for private builders to do the 
construction. 


Of the total amount of housing 


proposed, some 44 per cent is de- 
signed for housing for the elderly. 
Some 36,700 housing units for the 
elderly are needed in the city and 
63,000 units are needed in the sub- 
urbs. 


Obviously, housing for the elder- 


ly is an important and growing 
need in the suburbs — especially if 


suburban tax rates continue to 
drive our elderly neighbors away 
from us. 


But just as important must be 


the realization that being part of 
the metropolitan area makes living 
in the suburbs forever a part of the 
needs of the entire region. 


We believe this plan is the best 


so far for the very real issue of 
housing for the suburbs. The plan 
offers 
suburban governments a 


way to respond to the task of met- 
ropolitan-wide housing needs with- 
out drastically affecting the way 
their communities have developed. 


Clearly, it is now up to the sub- 


urbs to seek ways to respond 
calmly to the housing proposal. 


And finally, to the developers of 


this plan, we remind you that the 
suburbs will fight any housing 
which is not good housing fully ca- 
pable of meeting the everyday re- 
quirements in housing which has 
made this area such a desirable 
place to live.

V. S. 'abused' Fitzgerald

WASHINGTON, D.C. — President Nix- 


on's characterization of the five-year or- 
deal of cost analyst A. Ernest Fitzgerald 
as proof of the "justice" of the Civil Ser- 
vice System does nothing to enhance his 
credibility. 


The long, arduous battle by Fitzgerald 


is anything but a "concrete demonstra- 
tion of the effective operation of the ad- 
ministrative procedures by which the 
rights of federal employes arc pro- 
tected" that Mr. Nixon said it was. 


The principle that justice delayed is 


justice denied certainly means that the 
years of uncertainty while Fitzgerald 
fought his arbitrary firing by the Air 
Force bureaucracy are a permanent 
loss. 


Until the ruling of Civil Service Hear- 


ing Examiner Herman Stalman on Sept. 
18, that the Air Force had "improperly" 
fired him, Fitzgerald received no protec- 
tion, no help and nothing but abuse from 
the executive branch of government. 


Fitzgerald was able to carry on his 


fight successfully only because the 
American Civil Liberties Union became 
interested in the case and provided him 
with two fine dedicated lawyers, John 
Bodner and William Sollee. 


Fitzgerald 
estimates 
conservatively 


the time and legal costs for the four-year 
fight would have exceeded $200,000. 


The fact that Fitzgerald was fired by 


the Air Force after he had given the first 
testimony on the $2 billion cost overruns 
on the C-SA jet transport contract with 
Lockheed caught the attention of Con- 
gress and the press. This made it pos- 
sible to sustain an Interest in the subject 
matter. 


When Fitzgerald was dropped from his 


$31,800-a-year Air Force job on Jan. 5, 
1970 — about 14 months after he had dis- 
pleased his superiors with his testimony 
— he was able to put together a com- 
bination of "consultant jobs" for con- 
gressional committees, speaking tours 
and writing that kept his total Income at 
near the same level. 


Few civil servants could put together 


that combination and avoid a substantial 
drop in income, even if it was not neces- 
sary to come up with huge legal fees. 


While the report of Hearing Examiner 


Staiman recommends that Fitzgerald be 
reinstated with back pay to Jan. 5, 1970, 
it rejects Fitzgerald's claim for costs 
and legal fees on grounds that the Civil 
Service Commission is not authorized to 
pay such costs. 


Instead of being a "concrete demon- 


stration" of the adequacy of the protec- 
tion for civil servants, it is in fact a no- 
tice to all government employes that

rald under the guise of a "reduction in 
force" economy move. 


Mr. Nixon did not heed early warnings 


of the Air Force injustice. He rejected 
suggestions that Fitzgerald be reinstated 
after an ill-conceived White House mem- 
orandum by Alexander P. Butterfield 
that Fitzgerald was not "loyal" and 
should not be put back on the payroll. 


Butterfield conceded Fitzgerald was "a 


top-notch cost expert" but suggested that 
the cost analyst be permitted "to bleed 
for a while" because of his cooperation 
with Senator William Proxmire's in- 
vestigating committee on the C-5A. 


Wisely, Mr. Nixon has suggested the 


Air Force should settle the Fitzgerald 
matter in line with the civil service hear- 
ing examiner's recommendations and 
has termed it "an equitable settlement 
for a difficult problem." 


If he had stopped there, it would be too 


little and too late. But, trying to paint the 
Fitzgerald case as "justice" is like "the 
doublespeak" activities ir.

Church-state a sticky issue

WASHINGTON - The general subject 


of schools — and the complex, emotional 
issues of church and state — is becoming 
a sticking point in interfaith relations 
among America's three major organ- 
ized religions. 


The Roman Catholic Church's break 


with the rest of the mainline religious 
community over the issue of prayer in 
public schools widened a rift that has 
been growing for some time. 


Since the Supreme Court banned stale- 


prescribed prayer In public schools in 
1962, the Protestant, Jewish and Catholic 
leadership had been united in opposing a 
constitutional change to permit voluntary 
prayers. 


The board of the U.S. Catholic Confer- 


ence, action arm of the church's Ameri- 
can hierarchy, now has called for a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow both 
prayer and religious instruction in public 
schools and other public institutions. 


With Senate hearings in progress on a 


new prayer proposal, the Catholic shift 
could be crucial. In 1971, the last time 
Congress faced the issue, prayer propo- 
nents fell only 28 votes short of a two- 
thirds House majority needed to passage 
of the amendment. 


Bishop James S. Rausch, general sec- 


retary of the USCC, said he did not be- 
lieve the Catholic defection would harm 
interfaith relations. But those relations 
arc already strained over the issue of 
schools. 


In May, Rausch quit the Intcrreligious 


Committee of General Secretaries over a 
rift that developed from a statement by 
the National Council of Churches oppos- 
ing federal aid to parochial schools. 


The Intcrreligious Committee is com- 


posed of representatives of the USCC, the 
NCC and the Synagogue Council of 
America and is a key instrument for in- 
terfaith communication. 


The NCC statement argued in one por- 


tion that Catholics were unwilling rather 
than unable to provide support their 
parochial school system required. 


Although the NCC repudiated the sec- 


tion which was sharply critical of Catho- 
lic support of their school system, 


Rausch said the original statement "con- 
tained gratuitous and insulting assertions 
about the Catholic church." 


Catholics have been pushing for feder- 


al aid to parochial schools to meet a 
tightening financial crunch on their reli- 
gious education system. But so far, near- 
ly all attempts to provide state or federal 
aid for either the schools or the parents 
of children in the schools have been re- 
buffed by courts as a violation of the con- 
stitutional provision on separation of 
church and stale. 


Many parochial schools havo closed 


and more and more Catholic children arc 
attending public schools. That may be a 
key reason for the Catholic shift on the 
prayer amendment. 
. The USCC's 28-bishop administrative 
board, in endorsing the concept of allow- 
ing prayer In school, also called for per- 
mitting religious instruction through such 
devices as "released time" in schools. 


Rausch left open how vigorously the 


USCC would work for passage of the 
prayer amendment in absence of a provi- 
sion for religious instruction. 


If Catholics do push the amendment 


vigorously as an opening to an alterna- 
tive to aid for parochial education — and 
Protestants and Jews maintain their 
adamant opposition — the always pre- 
carious state of inter-faith relations will 
be thrown even more off balance. (UPI)

Newsprint firms, union 
reach tentative terms 


MONTHEAL (UPI) - Five major 


newsprint producers and three divisions 
of Consolidated Bnthurst Ltd. reached 
tentative contract terms Monday with 
the United Papcnvorkcrs International 
Union (UPIU). 


The firms produce paper used by news- 


papers. 


However, contract talks broke down 


between Price Ltd. nnd the Federation of 
Paper and Forest Workers. ,Some 2,500 
employes have been on strike against 
Price mills In Quebec for seven weeks. 


A spokesman for Price Bros., which 


ships 07 per cent of Its newsprint to cus- 
tomers In eastern and mldwestern 
United States, said company and union 
bargainers were now "very far apart" 
and no date for any resumption In talks 
wat In sight. 


Chief Issues In dispute center on union 


demands for biilll-in cost of living factors 
both In wages and In pensions, a shorten- 
ed work week, continuation of wages dur- 
ing slack periods causing lay-offs, and 
better wagci and pension contributions. 


A UPIU spokesman said the agree- 


ments with Consolidated Bntlnirst and 
the five newsprint firms that make up 
the Eastern Cnnadn Newsprint Group 
are subject to ratification by the 0,200 
union members Involved. He declined to 
release details of cither contract or state 
when ratification meetings would bo 
held. 


Meanwhile, Abltlbi Paper Co. Ltd. an- 


nounced an Increase in the price of paper 
used by newspapers of Sir. a ton, effec- 
tive Jan. I. It Is the biggest price In- 
create for newsprint In 20 years. 


With I bo Increase, the price of news- 


print In New York will jump from $175 to 
$100 n ton. In the past, when one com- 
pany has announced a price Increase the 


other companies have soon followed suit. 


Industry sources had been speculating 


for a week that newsprint prices would 
be raised, in view of the massive labor 
disruptions In the paper industry and the 
high demand for newsprint. 


INDUSTRY SOURCES estimate that 


400,000 tons of 1073's estimated 0.5 mil- 
lion ton production has been lost due to 
strikes. Tho dally loss is estimated at 
7,500 tons. 


The extended strikes, combined with 


Increased demand, have created a mas- 
sive newsprint shortage In the United 
Stales, forcing many newspapers to take 
drastic steps to conserve on dwindling 
paper supplies. 


Latest group to join the strikes, which 


have plagued the Canadian paper in- 
dustry since early July, was at Ontario 
Paper Co., Thorold, Ont., where 200 
tradesmen walked out during the week- 
end. 


Canadian International Paper Co., sec- 


ond largest newsprint producer in Cana- 
da, and the union have not yet resumed 
talks on n new contract. The firm, which 
supplies Paddock Publications with Its 
newsprint, has been struck by UPIU 
since July. 


ship between insurance directors and the 
Industry Is described by Conneely as 
scratching each other's back. No one 
represented the consumer's interest 
directly. The commissioner would go to 
the companies and say, 'What would hap- 
pen if I did this to you?' and when they 
got an answer, they'd change their pro- 
posals." 


But Mauck Is advocating the con- 


sumer's right to know about Insurance 
company dealings. "Instead of keeping a 
crummy company alive, you lean on 
them hard, and you lean on them pub- 
licly," sayr Conneely of this approach. 
Since Maiuk came (in the Walker ad- 
ministration), half the department re- 
sources are pitched to economic solvency 
and half to consumer Interest advocacy." 
He said funds were traditionally directed 
almost entirely to economic solvency. 


Initial efforts in the Illinois department 


include the handbooks for buyers of In- 
surance, checking policies for readibility, 
censure of companies for scare tactics 
used In advertising and poor claims 
practices. 


MAUCK HAS been criticized by insur- 


ance companies for publicizing dis- 
ciplinary actions. Leaving things as 
they've always been, however, would 
have meant a private telephone call to 
"knock it off" with a potential for under- 
the-table deals. 


Being honest sometimes hurts, as the 


recent 15-day .suspension of one insur- 
ance firm's license to write new business 
because of claims practices. It was the 
first time that any company in Illinois 
was suspended for business practices. 


The Equity Funding Life Insurance Co. 


scandal which broke open this spring is a 
glaring example of the need for more 
stringent state regulation and public dis- 
closure of financial reports. The over- 
burdened Illinois insurance department 
has 240 people to check on some 1,400 
companies doing business in the state. 
The department scheduled a regular ex- 
amination of the company in 1972, but it 
was delayed because of the lack of mon- 
ey and manpower. 


THE EQUITY Funding fraud Involved 


nonexistent assets and bogus pollcyhol- 
ders. The insurance coverage t>f some 
13,000 actual policyholders in Illinois, and 
of thousands in other states was jeopard- 
ized. Mauck and the California insurance 
department belatedly moved to protect 
these consumers while financial prob- 
lems ore being resolved. 


No one is saying that a beefed-up in- 


surance department would uncover an- 
other fraud on this scale. But Mauck Is 
working on a bill to be submitted to the 
full NAIC membership in June, 1974, 
which would close one gap in the regu- 
latory system. Mauck proposes that each 
insurance firm doing business in a state 
should be required to submit an annual 
financial statement, to be certified by an 
outside CPA (certified public accoun- 
tant). Although insurance firms now sub- 
mit annual financial statements, state 
exams are given every three years. 


A leader in the advocacy of consumer's 


right to know of industry activities is 
Herbert Denenberg, director of the Penn- 
sylvania department of insurance. He 
told The Herald that 80 per cent of U.S. 


insurance companies are not financially 
acceptable to many consumers. "But in 
fact, the public may be excluded from 
this informaton," he said. "This is the 
kind of information that the expert has 
always had." Denenberg's department 
uses outside CPAs. 


"We got on to Equity Funding case be- 


cause of our shopper's guide to life insur- 
ance companies," Denenberg continued. 
"Because it was high-priced, we didn't 
renew their (Equity Funding's) license. 
So in a broader focus, looking at com- 
plaints not only helps the consumer 
directly but also Influences other areas." 


DENENBERG was the first director to 


publish a shoppers's guide to Insurance 
buying* with his 1971 edition. Premium 
cost, complaints and financial strength 
are included in the reports. "It puts In- 
surance companies under the gun," De- 
nenberg said. "It pressures companies to 
lower their rates, and makes companies 
keep consumers more informed." 


"A state commissioner has a lot more 


to do than keeping companies financially 
solvent," Denenberg says. "You need to 
make sure the public gets the facts, the 
prices are fair and that they get com- 
plaints treated fairly."

Their cards tell good news

When little Paul Feldmann was born 


two years ago, his happy parents natu- 
rally wanted to send out birth announce- 
ments. 


But Peter Fuldmann was born and 


reared in Europe, so his family and 
friends over there speak either German 
or Dutch, while'Beverly's family and the 
couple's friends here speak English. 


No commercial birth announcements 


come with a trilingual message, and 
most seem very unimaginative in design, 
especially to Beverly, who is an artist. ' 


So she decided to design her own per- 


sonalized birth announcement cards. 
And, being a member of the Countryside 
Art Center, she had become acquainted 
with Donna Read, who specializes in silk 
screening. Donna had already been pro- 
ducing her own custom Christmas cards 
and readily agreed to do Beverly's birth 
announcements. 


The two women then reasoned that 


haps they had stumbled upon a real 
need: something people besides them- 
selves might want, which they could pro- 
duce. 


So they went into business designing 


and printing "Good News Cards." 


"WE WANTED to give people an al- 


ternative to the packaged kind of birth 
announcements," said Beverly, who lives 
in Arlington Heights. "There was nothing 
else available except what you could or- 
der at Marshall Field's," she said, ad- 
ding that the latter tend to be rather ex- 


• pensive and can take a long time to get. 


Donna, who lives with her husband and 


children in Itasca, noted also that com- 
mercial printers "usually won't print on 
cards that already have been printed by 
someone else." She said people have 
brought her cards with a design they like 
and asked her to add printing inside, or 
they may ask her to put a design on 
printed cards. 


Donna recalled one couple who asked 


her to do a specialized wedding invitation 
for a non-traditional wedding. "There's 
nothing to accommodate that In stores or 
commercial print shops," she said. 


"Printer* won't do a design If you 


don't have one," added Beverly, who is a 
design graduate of the School of the Art 
Institute in Chicago. Her card designs 
run the course from contemporary to 
"Fractur." 


FRACTUR REFERS to the traditional 


designs and lettering styles of the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch, which was used on offi- 
cial church documents — birth, death 
and marriage certificates, for example. 


Beverly researched Fractur and then 


designed several cards in that style, 
which is characterized by the use of tu- 
lips and a red-yellow-and-blue color com- 
bination. 


And not to be underestimated is the 


value of lower cost and fast service. Af- 
ter paying for their materials and allow- 
ing some profit, the women can still sell 
their cards less expensively than most 
commercial printers, they claim. As for 
service, Donna can turn out a hundred 
cards overnight if necessary. 


A physical education Instructor, Donna 


teaches retarded and handicapped chil- 
dren in a private school in Chicago. Art 
was only her minor in college, but her 
abilities in silk screen printing are much 
in demand for programs, posters and 
other special artwork besides cards. She ' 
is scheduled to demonstrate the 'silk 
screening process at the Countryside Art 
Center in December. 


THE WOMEN have been selling their 


birth announcements through local La- 
maze classes. They hope to distribute 
their samples to more groups, and to ex- 
pand into wedding invitations as well. 


But they really have no grand design 


for actually marketing their product and 
building a huge business. 


"It'll be based on demand," said Be- 


verly. "If people come to us with a spe- 
cial idea, we'll do It." But the card pro- 
duction still has to bo worked around the 
already busy schedules of the two wom- 
en. 


Fortunately for them, .both have hus- 


bands who are not only understanding, 
but artistically inclined themselves. Be- 
verly's husband is in printing and helped 
them at first with 'that part of the job. 
Donna's husband, a math teacher by pro- 
fession, is also an accomplished weaver.

Speaking of 
What to do in case of fire 


by KAY MARSH 


It was 102 years ago — Oct. 8,1871 — 


.that the Great Fire of Chicago began. It 
left an estimated 250 dead, a $200 million 
loss and legends that live in Chicago to 
this day. 


It's also a major reason for observing 


Fire Prevention Week, to be held this 
year Oct. 7-13. And there could be no bet- 
ter time than now to check your home 
for fire safety hazards and to make it as 
fireproof as you can. 


But what do you do if, in spite of all 


your preventive efforts, a fire does break 
out in your house or apartment? 


One answer that might save your life, 


or the life of another family member, is 
to hold an Operation EDITH at your 
house tonight. EDITH, which stands for 
Exit Drills In The Home, is a concept 
Initiated by John E. Winfrey, Kansas 
City chief of fire prevention, and it is 
now sweeping the country. The Idea is to 
be sure that every member of your fami- 
ly knows what to .do in cose of fire and 
then have an actual drill. 


Here ore some of the safety measures 


you might want to emphasize. 


GET OUT AT ONCE, without wasting 


any time to nether up valuables or cloth- 
Ing. It's Important to get out first, no 
matter how minor the fire seems. Then 
call the fire department. 


Decide on a meeting point outside the 


house. Too many people die needlessly, 
plunging back Into a burning building to 
rescue someone who's already out and 
safe. 


Map out im exit for every member of 


your family, with a couple of alternates. 
And don't count on stairways; they're 
first to be flooded with deadly smoke and 
heat. , 


Always sleep with bedroom doors 


closed. And, If you should smell smoke, 
never fling open the door. That closed 
door is your best protective barrier 
against fire and fumes. 


Teach the touch test to everybody in 


your family. This involves feeling the 
door knob and panels. If the door Is 
warm, do not open It, or superheated air, 
flames and smoke could pour in. Use a 
windowor other alternate exit, calling to 
warn other occupants to keep doors 
closed. 


IF THE DOOR Is not hot, crack it open 


cautiously. You should, however, brace 
your body against It and be ready to shut 
it instantly if there's a hot draft or any 
air pressure. Once you're sure it's safe, 
move cautiously but as quickly as pos- 
sible to get out. Keep close to the floor at 
all times. 


If it's necessary to exit from any 


height, try to have rope ladders attached 
from off-the-ground windows. Otherwise, 
wait for help. If jumping is unavoidable, 
slide out feet first on your stomach, hang 
from the ledge a moment before drop- 
ping, then push your body outward when 
you let go. Throwing out a mattress or 
any type of cushion before you jump 
may help break a fall. 


Keep emergency 
numbers by all 


phones, and be sure your youngsters 
know how to use them. Tench your "little 
ones"'to dial zero for help in any emer- 
gency. Fire safety specialists also say 
that an upstairs extension phone gives 
you an extra measure of safety If you 
live in a two-story or split-level house. 


BUT THE MOST important thing is to 


avoid panic. Since a high percentage of 
fire victims lose their heads and become 
trapped, do take time now to teach your 
family what to do in case of fire. Then 
hold an Exit Drill In The Home, now and 
at regular intervals. That's your very 


best insurance against the terror and 
tragedy of fire.

Only one 
thing: Your family has to like eggplant.

Put into a sauce- 
pan with a slotted spoon, then saute a 
pound of ground chuck until it is brown. 
Drain it and put this into the saucepan, 
too, and add an eight-ounce can of to- 
mato sauce, a teaspoon of salt, one- 
eighth of a teaspoon of pepper and pinch- 
es of marjoram and dried parsley, let- 
ting it cook for five minutes. Put to one 
side. . 


Pour off some of the drippings from 


the skillet and lightly brown quarter-inch 
slices of peeled eggplant. You may have 
to add a little more margarine. Put the 
eggplant in layers in a greased one and 
one-half quart casserole and pour over it 
the meat mixture. If the mixture seems 
a little dry, add a little water. Sprinkle 
with grated cheese (or sliced mozzarella 
can be used) and bake uncovered in a 
350-degree oven for 20 to 30 minutes — or 
until eggplant is done. It was a big win-

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Hersey pushes Fremd but Vikings 
remain unbeaten in league duels

I HAVE NEVER seen a Helsmnn Tro- 


phy winner perform In person. 


Northern Illinois University forgot to 


schedule Florida (Steve Spurrier) in 
IMC, UCLA (Gary Bcban) In 1067, South- 
ern Cat (O.J. Simpson) In 1068 or Okla- 
homa (Sieve Owens) In 1069, so I was 
deprived of watching the outstanding col- 
lego football player of the United States 
live during my collegiate heyday. 


But early Saturday morning, there 


was a special sensation In my blood as I 
departed to East Lansing for the Mich- 
igan Slate-UCLA football game. 


I couldn't convince the two Stale gratis 


that were accompanying me (hat one of 
Ilia rcnftons that UCLA wn» an 18-polnt 
favorite was became of potential llcls- 
man Trophy winner, quarterback Mark 
Harmon. 


After all, seven of the last II players to 


receive the coveted award were quarter- 
backs and Harmon had all the creden- 
tials to rate consideration. Ho possessed 
the All-American boy physique (6-fcct, 
184-pounds), a nationally ranked team 
and a stellar backflcld combination of 
Jim McAllister and Kcrmlt Johnson. 


But perhaps his biggest asset and In- 


fluence Is his father — the legendary 
' Tom Harmon who gained All-American . 
status In 1039 and 1040 and was the Hels- 
mnn recipient his senior year for n team 
that operated just 45 miles southeast of 
Spartan Stadium at the University of 
Michigan. 


Nobody could ask young Mark to du- 


plicate his dad's achievements. Never In- 
jured although undertaking the physi- 
cally punishing task of playing both 
ways, Tom Harmon looked remarkably 
well-preserved as ho ascended the stairs 
to the Michigan State press box. 


"I always made mire I was In the best 


poMlhlo condition," Tom has frequently 
Raid. "If you are really In shape and play 
your hardest, the chance of Injury Is re- 
mole." 


Tom Harmon and football have al- 


ways been synonymous. His old 98 Is 
probably the most prominent number In 
collegiate football history, with the pos- 
sible exception of Red Grange's 77. 


Out not only did Tom Harmon play 


football like nolxnly else In Ills time, ho 
also starred In three other sports. 


During his prep days In Gary, Ind., 


Harmon hurled three no-hitters and was 
almost lured Into professional baseball 
by a contract with the New York Yan- 
kees. 


A two-year high school basketball all- 


Mnlrr. Turn led the University of Mich- 
igan In scoring his sophomore season and 
actually wound up with mare basketball 
schnlarshlp offers than football! 


Dut he also could have made it on the 


track scene where he captured three gold 
medals in the Indiana state meet during 
his senior year in high school by winning 
the 100-yard dash in 9.8 seconds, the 220- 
yard low hurdles in 22.6 seconds and as 
the anchorman in the 880-yard relay. 


Maybe the act is too tough for Mark to 


follow. Maybe the pressure of playing In 
his dad's unstoppable footsteps is prov- 
ing detrimental. 


Perhaps, of even more significance, is 


the promotion of Mark Harmon by his 
father who handles the play-by-play mi- 
crophone on television for all of the 
Bruins' games. 


Or Is It lack of promotion. 
Reports say that Tom Harmon Is ob- 


jective — even too objective — of his 
son's performance during the game. One 
observer commented that there arc situ- 
ations when Tom .doesn't even call Mark 
by name, but Instead refers to him as 
simply "the quarterback." 


That takes objectivity. 
Tho afternoon's end result — the 


Bruins' convincing 34-21 victory — would 
suggest that senior Mark Harmon en- 
joyed a very prosperous outing and 
polled more Hclsmon votes. 


In truth, the game hurt Mark.-From a 


statistical standpoint, he threw once .. . 
incomplete ... and rushed five times for 
33 yards. Hardly All-American totals, let 
alone Hclsman credentials. 


Instead, most of the praise was heaped 


on sophomore upshoot John Sclnrrn who 
apparently neither recognizes seniority 
nor nepotism. 


It was Sclarra who hit four of six pas- 


ses for 71 yards Including a 48-yard 
touchdown bomb. It was Sclarra who 
rushed seven times for SO yards. And It 
was Sclarra who seems to have pur- 
chased the starting quarterback position 
at UCLA from Mark Harmon for a price 
of effective leadership. 


Sclarra was no Tom Harmon Satur- 


day, but neither was Mark. 


Bruin head coach Pepper Rodgcrs will 


go with whomever is capable of moving 
the team. Harmon was disappointing in 
Nebraska's 40-13 rout of UCLA while 
Sclarra showed promise while the Bruins 
pasted Iowa, 53-18. 


The talented sophomore appeared 


poised and confident. He still has two 
years at UCLA, not to mention the re- 
mainder of the 1073 season. 


Regardless of what transpires, I didn't 


leave Spartan Stadium without fulfilling 
my original whim. I saw a Hclsman tro- 
phy winner in action — two of them, in 
fact. 


Sitting right next to Tom'Harmon in 


the booth was Gary Beban — UCLA's 
television colormnn and Hclsman winner 
In 1067.

Ing to thrlr reports the Illlnoli fishing Is 
aver. A few lake trout are still being tak- 
en, and anglers are urged to fish deep 
for Ihew. The Lincoln Park lagoon Is 
producing a few nice chlnook catches, 
tamp In the 20 pound range. Best lime to 
Ilili for (he-He Is from six In the evening 
In itnvhrenk. 


"Turner Lake, Spring Grove, reports

"Anderson Lake, Astoria, reports fish- 


Ing is good for crapple, blueglll and 
channel cats. Tho crapple go near a 
pound and aro interested In minnows at 
tho south end. (Note: we assume this 
means the south end of the lake, since 
crappies will hit either end of a min- 
now.) Blucgills are half pounders and 
worms aro working best at the same 
spot. Channel cats range from two to 
throe pounds and are hitting dew worms 
on tho north side. Carp fishing is rated 
fair. 


"Good catches of rcdear are reported 


from Lake of tho Woods, Mahomet. They 
go six to seven Inches and are hitting 
artificial 
lures near the shoreline, 


largemouth get a fair rating. 


"Myron Webber took five bullheads 


that averaged two pounds at McLean 
County near LoRoy, They are rated good 
and hitting nito crawlers from the Black 
Locust picnic grounds. Blueglll also got a 
good rating, and go six Inches on red 
worms near tho dam. The largemouth 
fishing is poor at this time. 


"The water is clearing up at Lake 


Shclbyvlllo, and anglers are still having 
a ball on crapple. They are rated very 
good, with minnows and white and yel- 
low jigs making tho most catches. Chan- 
nel cats get a fair to good rating, with 
one to four pounders being hooked on 
shadgut and minnows. Walleyes get a 
fair to poor rating, and other species are 
rated fair. 


"Finning slowed down due to the 


weather, bnt Lincoln Troll, Marshall, an- 
glers still reported good catches of chan- 
nel cots. They go about 1H pounds and 
are hitting stinkballs and worms in the 
bays. Redear, crappie and largemouth 
got a fair rating, and bluegtlls are given 
a poor. 


"Carlyle Lake anglers report good 


catches of largcmouth in shallow water 
near tho railroad tracks' and rip-rap 
shoreline. Jigs, plastic worms, spinners 
and minnows are all working well. The 
crapple fishing has slowed some, but still 
get a good rating. They are hitting min- 
nows and jigs near the mouth of creeks 
and in three to five feet of water. Bull- 
head fishing is also good, with worms 
and minnows working best near Kcyes- 
port, Boulder and along the dam. Trotli- 
ncrs report good success for channel 
cats, flathends and bullheads. Cheese, 
shad and minnows ore all working, and 
the best location is in main river chan- 
nels. Tallwatcr anglers also report good 
luck. Channel cats, crappte, drum, buf- 
falo and carp all got a good rating, and 
white bass took a fair. 


"Forbes Lake, Klnmundy, reports good 


fishing for largcmouth bass, blucglll and 
crapple. The best lures for bass have 
been spinners, and blucgllls arc going for 
pinkies and worms. Crapple go for min- 
nows. Catfish get a fair rating. All good 
fishing Is being done in the necks. 


"Largcmouth bass anglers report one 


to two pounders hitting all types of arti- 
ficial lures at Red Hills State Park, Sum- 
ncr. Veteran's Point and the coves are 
producing best. Bullheads, catfish, blue- 
gills and redcar all get fair ratings. 


"Baldwin Lake, Sparta, reports good 


finding for all species except crapple. 
Largemouth go three pounds and are hit- 
ling artificial lures on the south and west 
ends. White bass aro pound size and hit- 
ting little xpjnncrs at the southwest cor- 
ner and In the center of the south end. 
Blucgllls go a quarter of a pound and are 
on tho east side. Bullheads arc half 
pounders and hitting along tho north 
levee. 


"Largcmouth bass arc rated good at 


Rend Lake, and the fishing is picking up. 
They are hitting diving lures best, off the 
bonks and islands. The crapple still get a 
good rating, and arc going for jigs and 
minnows. Blucglll fishing is fair, and 
northern pike arc rated poor. 


"Blucgllls and redcar are hitting well 


at Horseshoe lake, Olive Branch. They 
go six to eight inches and are going for 
crickets and worms in the "tree tops" 
areas. Crapple, bullhead, catfish and 
largemouth get fair ratings." 


Other briefer reports Included: Fair 


crapplo and carp fishing in the Fox river 
near McHenry; poor fishing in the Kan- 
kakco and Rock rivers; and fair fishing 
for largemouth and channel cats In Lake 
Songchrls, near Kincald.

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Not opposed in principle 
Housing plan 'impractical 
at this time': trustees

Several Buffalo Grove mulct's said 


yesterday although they arc not opposed 
lo low-ami moderate-Income housing In 
(lie village, they think It Is impractical ut 
this time. 


Their remark* followed n statement by 


lite Regional Housing Coalition earlier 
tliis week which said the Northwest sub- 
urbs will need 10,300 additional Inw-nnd 
moderate-Income homes within the next 
10 years. The coalition said at least 800 
such uniLi should be in the planning 
stages by next year. 


The housing coalition emphasized the, 


need for the communities to respond Im- 
mediately to what It described as a hous- 
ing "crisis." Participation in the pro- 
grnm would boon a voluntary basis. 


The coalition defines low-income as a 


family of four living on $0.000 annually 
and moderate-income us the same family 
living on $0,000. 


"I doubt that a single person could live 


on that amount In Buffalo Grove," 
Trustee Thomas Mahoney said yester- 
day. "I think the cent of living out hero 
makes it totally Impractical for low-or 
moderate-Income housing,'' ho suid. 


MAIIONKY SAID the village lucks 


public transportation and the type of em- 
ployment that would attract low-and 
moderate-Income families. He said at 
such time as Industry and adequate 
transportation are available, the village 
could consider low-and moderate-Income 
housing. 


Trustee James Shirley said he is not 


opposed to the proposal, but Is somewhat 
skeptical of Its success at this time. "I 
think there will be room for this kind of 
housing, but I don't know when," ho 
said. 


Shirley also cited lack of employment 


and transportation as reasons why low 
and Income-housing probably would not 
be feasible at present. He snld building 
such housing now would not be fair to the 
residents occupying it or the residents in 
other parts of the village. 


The low and moderate income families 


probably could not afford to live in the 
village. By the time the residents paid 
their taxes and transportation costs they 
might not have enough money left for 
thcitlbaslc needs, Shirley said. 


IN ADDITION, the low-income families 


would likely pay less in taxes, while re- 
quiring the same services from the vil- 
lage. Such a situation could lead to re- 
sentment by other residents in the vil- 
lage, he said. Shirley said residents will 
have to bo "educated" about low-and 
moderate-income housing before they 
will accept It. "I think It's something 
that will be met with a lot of public mix- 
ed reaction," he said. 


Shirley said he thinks the key is for the 


village to achieve "some balance" be- 
tween low, moderate and regular hous- 
ing. Ho snld all of one typo of housing, 
whether It Is expensive or low cost, Is not 
good for the village: Shirley docs not 


Streets off Dundee Road 
may close for widening 


Communities along Dundee Road will 


be naked to close several intersecting 
streets lo help expedite the widening and 
rcpnvlng of the ronllway, according to 
slate officials. 


Albert Slfrcr, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, ycs'crday 
snld the state has requested the .streets 
be closed at alternate Intervals, starting 
Ir three lo four weeks. At tlml time, 
workers should be finished with final 
grading and Installation of the sub-hnsc 
and will begin paving two lanes of the 
rond wc.st of Klmliurst Road. 


• The project consists of widening the 
road to four lane* between Elmhurst 
ftund ami III. Rtc. 5.1, through Buffalo 
Grove. Arlington Heights and Wheeling. 


Slfrcr said closing the streets will in- 


sure that workmen complete at least two 
of the four lanes by winter. Closing the 
streets will enable workers to pave the 
entire road at once, rather than skipping 
the Intersections and paving them at an- 
other lime. 


IIKSIDK-S expediting construction of 


the road, closing the streets will also pre- 
vent hazardous conditions at the Inter- 
sections which result from leaving them 
unpavcd. Sifrcr said. 


Tim streets in Wheeling that will be 


closed arc Cedar Drive on the north nrd 
Redwood Trail. Schoenbeck Road nnd 
Laurel Trail on the south. In Wheeling, 


Dundee Rond will bo paved on Uic north 
side up to the bridge at Jack London Ju- 
nior High School and then on the south 
side into Buffalo Grove. 


Traffic will be dctourcd south on 


Schoenbeck Road to Hintz Road. Local 
traffic will use Anthony Road to the cast, 
but the Cambridge subdivision will close 
this route to the west: 


In Buffalo Grove, Buffalo Grove Road, 


Golfvicw Terrace and Arlington Heights 
Rond will be closed on the north side of 
Dundee Road. Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 
son is reviewing the stale's request. 


SIFRKK SAID each street will be 


closed for three to four days, depending 
on the weather. The streets must be kept 
closed for a period of time to allow the 
concrete to cure, ho said. 


In all cases the state has made provi- 


sions to allow emergency vehicles to 
cross the closed streets should the need 
arise. 


Slfrcr said workmen have fallen behind 


schedule In recent weeks because of the 
large amount of rain. On the average, 
one day of rain delays work from one to 
three days. 


State officials about two months ago 


said the project was ahead of schedule 
and would, be completed by November. 
Slfrcr. however, said yesterday workmen 
will probably only finish two of the four 
lanes by winter.

Planner's pool 
may violate 
village codes 


Buffalo Grove Plan Comr. Burt Harris 


may have violated village building codes 
this last summer when he installed a 
swimming pool in the backyard of his 
home. 


In addition, he did not obtain a build- 


ing permit for the pool until ordered to 
do so by the building department. 


Harris, 701 Silver Rock Ln., asked the 


village board Monday night to waive the 
setback requirements to allow him to 
keep the above-ground pool in his yard. 


THK REQUEST came after the build- 


ing department told Harris his pool had 
to be at least six feet from bis neighbor's 
yard. At present, the pool Is two' inches 
over his neighbor's property line. 


William Dettmer, chief Inspector, told 


the board, "This is a flagrant violation of 
a building code. It Isn't just a mistake hy 
a resident." 


H a r r i s , however, said his Inter- 


pretation of the .building code is that the 
six-foot setback only applies to per- 
manent structures, not n temporary one 
such as his pool. 


In addition to violating the setback re- 


quirement, Dettmer said Harris did not 
put a fence around the pool until he was 
ordered to do so by the building depart- 
ment. A fence is required bv law. 


HARRIS SAID he is asking that the 


ordinance be waived because there is no 
other place In his yard where the pool 
will fit. He said he docs not think the 
placement of the pool "violates the In- 
tent" of the ordinance because it docs 
not endanger the "health, safety or wel- 
fare" of his neighbors. Ho said his neigh- 
bors do not object to the placement.of 
the pool. 


Harris has agreed to move a filter for 


the pool which is about one foot-over his 
property line. 


The'matter has been tabled until next 


week when Village Atty. Richard Raysa 
will give his legal opinion whether the 
placement of the pool Is in violation of 
the building code.

Move over, Beethoven-for Elvis; 


rock 'n roll now classical subject

Yeah, "the times they are o-changin* " 


and rock music has come a long way, 
baby, since Venus in bluejeans mooned 
over Johnny 'Angel and Elvis (The King) 
Presley moved Into Heartbreak Hotel. 


In fact, rock is finding its way into 


classrooms, 
where • it's 
being ' studied 


along with classical jazz and folk music 
as a legitimate art form. One that re- 
flects the attitudes, the emotions, the 
sensibilities of today's society. 


It sounds heavy and it is, but eight- 


graders at Dist. 21's Holmes Junior High 
School are really picking up on it. With 
,the aid of a taped program loaned by 
radio station WLS that traces the evolu- 
tion of rock, they're learning to appre- 
ciate the music they may have only 
danced to before. 


THE TAPE, called "No More Jock 


Rock, Baby!" specifically traces the atti- 
tudes of and about women as expressed 
in popular songs of the last two decades. 


. Judy Cronin, Holmes music instructor, 
licnrd the tape when it was aired by WLS 
last August and asked to use it as an 
educational tool in teaching rock music. 


With three weeks of studying various 


forms of rock, from Its origin in country 
and western and rhythm and blues to 
shock rock, to the Grand Funk's brand of 
add rock, the kids arc prepared to musi- 
cally analyze the songs Included in the 


WLS tape. They began hearing and dis- 
cussing it about two .weeks ago. 


The tape is turned on and the kids tune 


in, listening to wailin' Janls Joplin as she 
cries out, "Take it — take another little 
piece of my heart out, baby!" 


ASKED TO identify the rock form of 


the song, the kids' hands shoot up with 
the answer — that's black soul. A dis- 
cussion ensues about why a white girl 
from Texas like Janis Joplin could come 
across with scaring soul. 


The tape fills in with an interview with 


the late rock singer's'biographer, Myra 
Friedman, who talks about Janls Joplin's 
miserable life and her insatiable need for 
love. She says it probably led to her 
death two years^ago of a drug overdose. 


The instruments in the song arc named 


and their use discussed — why the 
strings here, why do the drums get lou- 
der here — and what's the time signa- 
ture? 


It's probable that the kids arc learning 


•more about the mechanics of music than 
they realize. Miss Cronin said she'll use 
what they've learned about rock to show 
them how the same techniques are used 
in all music.. 
< 


"I started with rock to please them — 


it's what they like, it's what they want- 
ed," she said. "I'll leach them music by 
teaching rock now and then later we'll 
trace the origin of some of the points." 


MISS CIIONIN usually uses rock oper- 


as.like "Tommy" and "Jesus Christ Su- 
perstar" to teach rock. She was glad to 
gel the WLS tape, she said, because 
there are few educational materials out 
on current music. 


"Some people arc on .our backs about 


not teaching do-rc-mi, but this is where 
it's at for the kids," she said. "I teach 
them that rock reflects their society. 
That it says a lot of the things they feel 
and just can't put into words." 


The emphasis on women's lib attitudes 


on the tape isn't stressed too much in 
Miss Cronin's classroom. 


"We talk about it, but some of the 


songs arc anti-woman, some arc anti- 
man — like the tape says, il's not hostile, 
it's heavy," she said. "Of course,1 somi; 
of the songs like The Rolling Stones' 
"Under My Thumb", are prctly clear, 
but I wouldn't want to use my classroom 
as a platform for women's lib." 


No tests arc planned at the end of this 


unit on rock, but Miss Cronin said she 
may have the students evaluate the 
worth of the tape. She may not be around 
to'see some of the educational results 
she's hoping to get by using it. 


"Ono of my main purposes is to get the 


kids to listen for the real meat of a 
song," she said. "If I can get them to 
really listen to the radio for that, I'll 
have accomplished something."

Race board takes a poke at village

An Illinois Racing Board report on 


backstretch conditions at Arlington Park 
Race Track has criticized the Village of 
Arlington Heights for failing to fully en- 
force building, health and fire prevention 
codes In the stable area. 


The report, prepared by Lucy Reum, 


chairman of the racing board's back- 
stretch committee, and released today 
charges that: 


• Washrooms and other sanitation fa- 


cilities used by backstretch employes fail 
to comply with Arlington Heights code. 


• Construction of new dormitories docs 


not meet minimum standards for sleep- 
ing rooms as set forth In a national build- 
ing code. 


• Health code violations were not fol- 


' lowed up during the racing season. 


• Numerous fire hazards, exist during 


tho racing meet and went undetected by 
local fire officials until four days before 
the track closed. 


SIX SERIOUS fire hazards were ob- 


served by Donald Hirth, a captain with 
the Arlington Heights Fire Prevention 
Bureau, during inspections July 20 and 23 
of this year, the report states. 


They included no means for occupants 


to fight dormitory fires,' hay stored with- 
in six inches of a hot water heater, barns

"It is to bo noted that this was the only 


inspection made of this area during the 
1973 meet, and that the inspection was 
commenced only four days prior to the 
end of the meet. It is obvious from the 
report that numerous fire hazards exis- 
ted during the meet," Mrs. Reum states. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John Hay- 


den could not be reached yesterday for 
comment on the fire hazards, or the al- 
leged late detection by the fire pre- 
vention bureau. 


THE REPORT recommends that the 


question of whether fire detection and 
alarm systems have been updated and 
are operative be turned over immediate- 
ly to the State Fire Marshal and the local 
fire prevention bureau. 


Out of 11 separate inspections this 


summer by the village health depart- 
ment, only two reports contained any 
markings on the 66-point checklist used 
for environmental sanitation inspections, 
according to the report. 


"WHEN QUERIED by telephone about 


the lack of markings, Mr. Wayland (vil- 
lage health officer) stated that the omis- 
sion was not to be construed as an in- 
dication of the absence of violations. 


"On the contrary, he stated that viola- 


tions'did exist, but that the practice is to 
take up violations with the management 
after the close of the racing season. Ob- 
viously corrections of violations after the 
close of the racing meet have a reduced 
impact for residents of the backstretch," 
the report states. 


INSPECTION reports normally list de- 


fects and a deadline for correcting them. 
Failure to rectify violations can result in 
suspension or revocation of the estab- 
lishment's operating license. 


The only notations made during the 11 
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health inspections at the race track were 
that a water sample had been taken, an 
order to clean a meat slicer and band 
saw used in the cafeteria where back- 
stretch workers eat and to clean up litter 
around the building. 


Arlington Heights Health 
Director 


Frank Charlton said the inspection re- 
ports were aimed at "general corrective 
action that needed to be done when no- 
body was there to interfere with the 
work."' 


Other immediate houskeeping improve- 


ments were made in the backstretch, he 
said, adding that the problem was one of 
how much could be done in one year. 


"We're not ready to close the race 


track and she isn't either," Charlton 
said. "We're not in any real dis- 
agreement with her on the long-term cor- 
rective action that Is required." 


MRS. REUM states that her own per- 


sonal inspections revealed that "the 
housekeeping of comfort stations is ex- 
tremely poor." 


"Toilets and sinks were dirty, giving 


no evidence of daily cleaning. Many sta- 
tions lacked toilet tissue. Some fixtures 
and doors were inoperative and gave evi- 
dence of long-standing neglect. 


"AH stations are badly in need of inte- 


rior painting and cement floors are in 
need of some kind of floor covering. 
Also, the shower stalls lack curtains, toi- 
let stalls lack doors, lighting is in- 
adequate both inside and out and many 
entrance doors arc not self-closing. 


"Moreover, these comfort 
stations 


are not in compliance with the Arlington 
Heights Village Code. In a report dated 
July 2, 1971, the then director of building 
and zoning reported, 'washroom facili- 
ties are spread out and in some cases 
three barns apart. To meet the code they 
should be in living quarters serviced.' " 


MARTY Munson, village building and 


zoning director, said the concrete dormi- 
tories at Arlington Park were "excellent 
buildings from a fire and safety stand- 
point." 


The dormitories were built in con- 


formance with the National Building 
Code enforced throughout the village, he 
said. Munson refused to comment on the 
minimum standards for a habitable 
sleeping room proposed by Mrs. Reum. 


Mrs. Reum's backstretch report was 


the result of a six-month, fact-finding 
study of conditions at Arlington Park, 
but was not meant to single out Arlington 
alone for criticism, she states. 


"Nevertheless, because Arlington Park 


opened the thoroughbred season in the 
Chicago area and its dates extended for 
the longest period, the success of Arling- 
ton in surmounting backstretch problems 
is to a significant degree crucial to the 
future of horse racing in Illinois." 


A spokesman for Arlington Park Race 


Track said yesterday he had not seen the 
racing board report and would make no 
comment on the conditions described in 
the study. 


THE REPORT makes 11 recommenda- 


tions for improving the living and work- 
ing conditions for the 1,000 backstretch 
employes who each summer come to Ar- 
lington Park and other tracks. • 


It urges the Illinois Racing Board to 


"emphasize to racing association man- 
agement, municipal authorities and other 
governmental officials that backstretch 
personnel arc a part of and not apart 
from the rest of society. They are en- 
titled to the protection of the laws." 


Other suggestions include creation of 


an employe training program, a federal 
inquiry into compliance with minimum 
wage regulations, extended health and 
welfare benefits, a pension plan, enforce- 
ment of minimum housing standards and 
the requiring of a fire prevention permit.

First meeting slated Tuesday 
Study set on paramedics

City officials announced Monday they 


will begin to study the need for a para- 
medic program as part of the Des 
Plaines Fire Department ambulance ser- 
vice. 


The proposal was Introduced to the 


City Council Monday by Aid. John Scltz 
(7th). He noted that many neighboring 
communities have instituted the pro- 
gram, through which firefighters arc 
trained to treat heart attack victims and 
other severe Injuries. 


Scitz said that the Improved level of 


service offered by neighboring fire de- 
partments has shown that Des Plaines 
should Investigate such a program. The 
first meeting on the.paramedic matter 
will be held on Tuesday In the Des 
Plaines City Hall at 8 p.m. 


.BOTH THE council's fire and health 


and welfare committees will discuss the 


matter, Officials from the Health and 
Fire Departments have also been asked 
to attend the session. 


It was not estimated how long the 


study will take, but it is expected a final 
decision will be reached so the program 
could be included in the new budget 
drawn up next fall. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said yesterday 


that he is not opposed to the paramedic 
program, but believes that entire subject 
requires a'great deal of serious study. 


"This topic was brought up years ago 


and at that time I was advised we are 
close enough to a local hospital to 
treat patients from this area quickly," 
Behrel said. 


He added at that time, apparent bene- 


fits from the program did not justify the 
expense. He said he welcomed the study. 


RETIRING FIRE Chief Frank Hnag 


said last week the department has al- 


ready begun to study the paramedic pro- 
grams in other towns. The results of that 
study will be turned over to Seitz's com- 
mittee. 


The paramedic program essentially 


combines a lengthy sophisticated train- 
ing program which is being conducted by 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights and a radio network to 
provide treatment. 


Through the radio system, firemen are 


able to keep in constant communication 
with doctors who recommend treatment 
and direct the firemen. Primarily the 
system is designed to provide rapid 
treatment for heart attack victims where 
the length of time between the attack 
and treatment can be a major factor in 
saving someone's life. 


The paramedics arc also trained to 


treat other serious injuries and adminis- 
ter certain drugs at the direction of a 
doctor. 


Panel seeks 
contact ivith 
teachers

High School Dist. 207 Board of Educa- 


tion has formed a three-man committee 
to "re-establish lines of communication" 
with teachers. 


The board authorized formation of the 


committee at its regular meeting Mon- 
day night. Board Pres. Robert C. Claus 
said it is an effort to reaffirm the board's 
"willingness to meet and confer in a fair 
and reasonable manner" with teachers. 


The board canceled negotiations with 


the Maine Teachers Association (MTA) 
last June. Claus said the teachers union 
was not negotiating in "good faith" and 
had broken the terms of the professional 
negotiation agreement. 


THE MTA FILED a lawsuit charging 


the school board acted illegally when it 
broke off talks. The board filed a count- 
ersuit saying the MTA broke the agree- 
ment by releasing information on salary 
negotiations. 


The formation of the committee was in 


response to MTA Pres. Dewane Barnes* 
request that the board accept mediation 
from the Cook County superintendent's 
office. The MTA asked for mediation be- 
cause of a "severe strain" in relations 
between teachers and the Dlst. 207 board 
and administration. 


In discussing the committee, Claus 


said there was no reason to "interject 
outsiders" in the dispute. 


"Our feeling Is we don't need outsiders 


whether they be superintendents of 
schools or IEA (Illinois Education Asso- 
ciation) representatives," he said. 


IN A LETTER to Barnes, Claus said 


the addition of a third party would "only 
serve to further impede opportunities for 
direct contact and communication" be- 
tween the board and teachers. 


Claus said the board was not trying to 


bypass the MTA by setting up the com- 
mittee. 


"I'm not going to prejudge this com- 


mittee," Claus said. "I just want to point 
out, things didn't work in the past with 
the MTA." 


Dlst. 207 Richard Short said the board 


has no specific guidelines for the com- 
mittee. No board members have been ap- 
pointed to the committee. 


Barnes said he had no reaction to the 


board committee since "I don't know ex- 
actly what this implies." 


"The letter from the board doesn't s.iy 


they'll work with the MTA," Barnes said. 
"I'm still a little bit in doubt of what 
their Intentions are."

Students, teachers, administrators maintain 


testing is necessary, but far from perfect

Students at River Trails Junior High School (Dlst. 28, 


Mount Prospect) appear to consider annual achievement tests 
a necessary evil. Tlio teats arc worthwhile, they say, but 
boring. 


Along with the junior high students, all pupils In grades two 


through eight In the district took the achievement tests 
developed by Science Research Associates Inc. 


According lo Glen Erlckson, principal of Bond School and 


director of testing for the district, the machine-scored tests 
nro designed (a measure academic skills. The results of the 
tests indicate how the student's skills compare with others his 
ago in the district and nationally. 


Slmlcnui In grades one through three ore tested mainly In 


rending, language arts and math, Erickson said. Upper level 
students nro also tested in these areas plus science, social 
studies and the use of source materials. 


The tests are being given at short stretches over several 


days. 


MOST HIVKK TRAILS students agreed that the tests are 


fair jind pretty good Indicators of their ability in each aca- 
demic area. 


"I think they show what we know and there Isn't much on 


them Hint wo haven't had yet," said Chris Domcrachl, sev- 
enth grade. 


The students nlwi feel teachers are correct In using the 


ICSI.H lo help gear classroom instruction to the needs of pupils. 


"It's a good way to tell what kids need to know," said 


Arncttc Gnrcin, seventh grade. "Teachers should use them to 
teach whatever kids get wrong on the tests," added Dennis 
Lcuntjcns, eighth grade. 


Although most teachers said they use the SRA tests results 


somewhat to tailor their instruction to fit student needs, they 
agreed that n pupil's ability cannot be accurately measured 
by the tests alone. 


"We're told lo rely pretty much on the results of the tests," 


snid n language art* teacher who wished to remain 
nnunymoiu. "It's what the (ward has determined, so It's what 
they want and the parents want, but the tests don't measure 
everything. For example, they don't measure creativity." 


ERICKSON STRESSED that there are many factors too, 


that Influence a student's performance on the tests. 


"We try to emphasize to parents and teachers that this one 


test is not the gospel word," he said. "It's just one means we 
have of learning a child's progress. All the reading books 
have tests, the math program includes a test after each chap- 
ter and teachers use other tests to measure the day-to-day 
progress picture of students all year." 


Erickson said the dlstrlctwldc comparisons of student per- 


formance arc useful In identifying general academic 
strengths and weaknesses. 


"Last year, wo found that a lot of students were low In 


math skills, so this year we've tried to schedule more math 
review and work of that kind," he said. "Although we don't 
teach primarily for the test, It helps us get a better Idea of 
what we're doing." 


RIVER TRAILS social studies teacher Walter Cucullc 


agreed, saying, "It's a good way of evaluating the system so 
that we can better program for years to come." 


Up until last year, the Iowa Test of Basic Skills achieve- 


ment tests were administered in the district each spring. Ad- 
ministrators feel the SRA tests are more accurate and the 
results arc easier to explain to parents. 


"This is really the Cadillac package of tests," said Eugene 


Kukla, River Trails principal. "What I think is so uniquely 
good about them Is that parents can understand the results so 
they can cooperate with teachers in correcting learning prob- 
lems." 


KUKLA SAID because several skills are measured In each 


academic area, it is easier to pinpoint a student's problems. 


For example, under reading, the student is tested for com- 


prehension, his ability to restate material, understand a se- 
quence and summarize, draw inferences, apply the material 
to new situations and see logical relationships. He is given a 
separate score for each skill. 


By giving the tests in the fall rather than the spring as in 


the past, Kukla said Instructors have a better chance to give 
students the help they need to advance and do well in the 
next grade. Sometimes, too, students may be transferred 
from one ability group to another based on the test results. 
Students In grades seven and eight at River Trail are sec- 
tioned Into low- intermediate- and high-ability groups. 


Kukla will call a special meeting of parents in November to 


explain the test scores. Homeroom teachers will also meet 
with parents individually to discuss their child's test results. 


The principals of the other schools in the district will con- 


duct similar parent meetings.

Flood-relief study to pinpoint trouble

Flood relief for a part of Elk Grove 


Township may become a reality by early 
next year. 


Township officials said Monday night 


that it's hoped the first part of an engi- 
neering study on flooding will be ready 
by early November. Once specific prob- 
lems are pinpointed, corrective work can 
be planned and carried out. 


The study, being done by township en- 


gineers, Pearson, Brown and Associates, 
will deal with flooding in an unincorpo- 
rated area of the township, between Cen- 
tral Road and Rte. 58, just cast of Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


RESIDENTS from the area appeared 


before the township board in August, 
asking for flood relief. The homeowners 
complained their homes flooded when- 
ever there was a heavy rain. 


Al Stcil, township highway commis- 


sioner, said the engineer's report will 
give the cause of the problem and will 
recommend how to eliminate the flood- 
Ing. Stcll said he had no idea how big the 
job of correcting the flooding in the area 
might be. 


Work on correcting the flooding prob- 


lem in the area probably won't begin un- 
til early spring, according to Steil.

"The problem is noticeable in the warm 
spring and summer months," Perry 
said, "when the interior rooms get hot 
and stuffy." 


The study will look at all possibilities 


of correcting the ventilation systems. 
"Air-conditioning is one possible solu- 
tion," said Perry. "The problem may be 
solved without air-conditioning," he said, 
by Inproving ventilation."

Village no low-income housing Utopia' 


Village Prcs. Charles Zettek said Elk

Every afternoon at 3:10, Dempster Ju- 


nior High students pour out of the school 
building and head for their favorite hang- 
out. 


The hangout isn't the traditional malt 


shop in the movie "West Side Story," nor 
la it a local store or street corner. The 
students like to gather on the football 
field. 


From 80 to 90 per cent of the junior 


high's students participate in an in- 
tramural program, one of the fastest- 
growing programs In the area. Com- 
petition, in sports ranging from football 
to gymnastics, is fierce. 


"We try to make up teams according 


to homerooms* whenever possible," sold 
Stephen Aschbacher, director of the In- 
tramural program, "so there are a lot of 
rivalries." 


"The turnout so far has been fantas- 


tic," he said. "Last year, which was the 
first year for intramurals here, we had 
500 of the school's 700 boys participate at 
some time during the year," he said. 


PARTICIPATION 
doesn't 
always 


mean physical involvement either, ac- 
cording to Aschbacher. "We give points 
to each homeroom according to how 
many students in the homeroom partici- 
pate," said Aschbacher. "The homeroom 
with the most points at the end of the 
year gets an award," he said. 


Participation comes in many forms, 


according to Aschbacher. "Attending'a 
game to cheer for your team counts to- 
ward homeroom points, too," he said. > 


Girls aren't ignored in the program, ci- 


ther. Volleyball is offered during the fall, 
gymnastics in the winter and track in the 
spring. 


In'addition to football, 'the boys'have 


volleyball, basketball and floor hockey in 
the winter with softball and track in the 
spring. 


For those not interested In sports, ac- 


cording to Aschbacher, there are other 
alternatives for after-school activity such 
as clubs for chess, stamps, guitar, and 
drama along with other social groups. 


ASCHBACHER'S goal Is to get 80 to 90 


per cent participation in the program 
from boys and girls. "We'd rather see 
the kids here than on the streets, in the 
stores or in front of the TV after school," 
Aschbacher said. 


Aschbacher would like to increase in- 


terest in the intramural program through 
a change in homeroom 
assignments 


which has been done at other local junior 
highs. "Students would be grouped by 


their abilities in gym class," he said, "so 
homerooms will all have about the same 
number of boys and girls of varying abil- 
ities." 


"Right now," said Aschbacher, "some 


homerooms have 15 boys while others 
have five. "We have to combine home- 
rooms and even that doesn't always 
make for equal teams," he said. 


There is one obstacle In Aschbachcr's 


goal of getting 90 per cent participation. 
"Eighth-graders have a much lower par- 
ticipation level, since that's about the 
age they develop an interest in the oppo- 
site sex," said Aschbacher. 


"Sometimes it's a little hard to con- 


vince a guy that playing football is more 
fun than walking a new girlfriend 
home," he said.

Triggering Monday's confrontation, the 


latest In a scries since the Republicans

The 
press release concerned a report on the 
results of the U.S. Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice's inspection of the village's con- 
troversial dredging work on Salt Creek in 
western Palatine. 


The Inspection was made when numer- 


ous residents charged the village's work 
on the Salt Creek was in violation of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan and 
would actually worsen flooding in some 
parts of the village. 


THE WATERSHED plan calls for flood 


control ponds to be built near Salt Creek 
(including three in Palatine) to help stop 
flooding. It is a regional plan for flood 
prevention funded by federal, state and 
local governments. 


Brown tlalms that the work done by 


the village on the creek was actually 


deepening and widening the creek, which 
could jeopardize the watershed plan. 
Jones contends the work was simply rou- 
tine cleaning and maintenance. 


Brown alleged Jones had distorted the 


content of a letter from Tom T. Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Salt Creek Water- 
shed Steering Committee, on the results 
of the U.S. Soil Conservation Service in- 
spection and at some points made "out- 
right lies" in his press release. Brown 
also charged Jones yesterday with not 
forwarding Hamilton's letter to the 
trustees although it was addressed to the 
President and board of trustees. 


"This (the press release) paints'a dif- 


ferent picture than the letter received. It 
conveys the Impression what we did was 
fine," said Brown, who maintains if the 
residents hadn't stopped the work serious

Village may miss U.S. fund share

Two area municipalities — Wheeling 


and Palatine — will miss $78,034 in fed- 
eral revenue-sharing funding Friday be- 
cause officials failed to complete re- 
quired forms. 


Wheeling and Palatine will lose oppor- 


tunity to invest the funds and collect in- 
terest because ot the filing delay. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing in 


Washington said Tuesday that about 
0,300 quarterly checks nationwide total- 
Ing $110 million will be withheld until 
proper forms are mailed. 


WHEELING officials have failed to 


complete "not just the last forms, but all 
forms," a spokesman in Washington 
said. "We've never received anything 
from them." 


The village is scheduled to receive 


$143,000 this year and $42,234 this quar- 
ter. 


"I've been bothered by newspapers so 


much I haven't had time to do them," 
Village Mgr. George Passolt said. "I 
think that's ono of the serious reasons. I 
haven't had the time, period." 


Palatine's report will be published this 


week In a local weekly newspaper. Fi- 
nance Director William Hibncr said the 
report was mailed to Washington the 
"end of last week or the beginning of this 
week." 


THE PALATINE check - totaling 


$42,234 — will b« delayed "no more than 
n few days,"-he said. "There should be 
no problems." 


Palatine officials have approved use of 


about $83,000 received last year and an 
estimated $108,932 expected this year to 
purchase a fire truck, finance a mosquito 
control program, purchase a sewer clean 
cr and provide $33,000 In firemen's sala- 
ries. 


Wheeling apparently has failed to pub- 


lish all revenue sharing expense reports 
as required by law. "First, there is the 
publication of what your Intended uses 


are, and we have published that," Pas- 
solt said.. 


The funds were listed in the municipal- 


ity's published appropriation ordinance. 
"I considered that (revenue sharing pub- 
lication) part of the appropriation ordi- 
nance." 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS have said that 


totals must be published in a standard 
form that is mailed from Washington to 
the municipality. 


. 
"The expenditures haven't been pub- 


lished because there haven't been any 
expenditures," Passolt said. The funds 
will be used for traffic signals, a test 
scavenger program, land acquisition and 
village bus service. 


Passolt said he has completed the re- 


quired forms. He is now waiting for a 
letter from Washington to determine 
which forms are missing. "There will 
just be a delay. It just won't be mailed 
on Oct. 5." 


ABOUT 29,000 government units will 


receive checks. Total of all quarterly al- 
lotments is $1.4 billion. 


The revenue sharing program allows 


local officials to determine use of the 
funds but requires reports on actual and 
anticipated expenses as a safeguard to 
guarantee use on "worthwhile projects." 


Chicago's $16.9 million check is the 


largest that will not be mailed, officials 
said. Other major cities include Cleve- 
land, San Jose, Pckin, III., Jacksonville, 
Fla. and Miami Beach.

Action on a proposed escrow agreement with 71 W. Colfax 


Street property owners has been deferred by the Palatine 
Village Board. 


Trustee Fred Zajonc Indicated he thought the concept of the 


escrow agreement was good but would like to wait until an 
engineering report on the rcvLicd W. Colfax Street Improve- 
ment project Li presented to the board. 


Tho proposed escrow agreement would pave the way for the 


revised W. Colfax Street Improvement project and result in 
the circuit court approved special assessment on the 71 prop- 
erty owners being dropped. 


Village Prcs. Wendell Jones explained the special assess- 


ment against the property owners would be dropped when a 
sum equal to OS per cent of the special assessment levy had 
been placed in an escrow fund in a local bank by the property 
owners. 


The board would then advertise for bids and award a con- 


tract for the revised W. Colfax Street improvement project. 
Upon completion of the work the unused money In the escrow 
fund would be returned to the property owners.

Jones said the extension of the storm sewer would allow the

A contract providing 5.7 per cent raises 


and continuing the ban on night meat 
sales has been submitted to local butch- 
er's union members for approval.

Meat Cutters and Butchers Workmen lo- 
cals 546 and 189. 


Officials of Local 546, which represents 


Chicago and some suburban butchers, 
reached agreement on the new contract 
last week with representatives of the re- 
tall grocers. It Is expected to set the pat- 
tern for other northern Illinois locals, In- 
cluding Local 189, which represents 
butchers west of Des Plaines. 


THE CONTRACT includes a 5.5 per 


cent wage increase and a .07 hike in 
fringe benefits, a union spokesman said. 
It is subject to approval by the wage and 
price board of the Cost of Living Council 
and is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


Base pay for butchers under the pre- 


vious contract is $236 a week plus health, 
welfare and pension contributions of $29. 
Added to Social Security benefits, the to- 
tal compensation was $270 a week. 


On the issue of meat sales after 6 p.m., 


a union spokesman said, "They've (retail 
grocers) been asking for night meat 
sales for a long time, but they're not 
willing to pay a top price for this. If they 
want to pay this kind of money, then 
we'll have something to talk about." 


A spokesman for retail grocers said he 


had "no comment" on the details of the 
new contract.

An Illinois Racing Board report on

The report, prepared by Lucy Rcum, 


chairman of the racing board's back- 
stretch committee, and released today 
charges that: 


• Washrooms and other sanitation fa- 


cilities used by backstretch employes fail 
to comply with Arlington Heights code. 


• Construction of new dormitories does 


not meet minimum standards for sleep- 
ing rooms as set forth in a national build- 
ing code. 


• Health code violations were not fol- 


lowed up during the racing season. 


• Numerous fire hazards exist during 


the racing meet and went undetected by 
local fire officials until four days before 
the track closed. 


SIX SERIOUS fire hazards were ob- 


served by Donald Hirth, a captain with 
the Arlington Heights Fire Prevention 
Bureau, during inspections July 20 and 23 
of this year, the report states. 


They Included no means for, occupants 


to fight dormitory fires, hay stored with- 
in six Inches of a hot water heater, barns 


without 
fire 
extinguishers, 
fire 
ex- 


tlrgulsliers improperly mounted, and in 
some cases empty and bare wiring con- 
nected to horse exercising machines, 


"It is to be noted that this was the only 


inspection made of this area during the 
1973 meet, and that the Inspection was 
commenced only four days prior to the 
crd of the meet. It is obvious from the 
report that numerous fire hazards exis- 
ted during the meet," Mrs. Reum states. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John Hay- 


den could not be reached yesterday for 
comment on the fire hazards, or the al- 
leged late detection by the fire pre- 
vention bureau. 


THE HEPOHT recommends that the 


question of whether fire detection ard 
alarm systems have been updated and 
arc operative be turned over immediate- 
ly to the State Fire Marshal and the local 
fire prevention bureau.

THE REPORT makes 11 recommenda- 


tions for Improving the living and.work- 
ing conditions for the 1,000 backstretch 
employes who each summer come to Ar- 
lington Park and other tracks. 


It urges the Illinois Racing Board to 


"emphasize to racing association man- 
agement, municipal authorities and other 
governmental officials that backstrctch 
personnel are a part of and not apart 
from the rest of society.

Other suggestions include creation of 
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an employe training program, a federal 
inquiry into compliance with minimum 
wage regulations, extended health and

Butchers' pact continues night meat ban 


A contract providing 5.7 per cent raises 


and continuing the ban on night meat 
sales has been submitted to local butch- 
er's union members for approval. 


Union officials yesterday finished mail- 


ing out copies of the new pact, which is 
expected to be ratified by Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butchers Workmen lo- 
cals 546 and 189. 


Officials of Local 546, which represents 


Chicago and some suburban butchers, 
reached agreement on the new contract 
last week with representatives of the re- 
tail grocers. It is expected to set the pat- 
tern for other northern Illinois locals, in- 
cluding Local 189, which represents 
butchers west of DCS Plalncs. 


THE CONTRACT includes a 5.5 per 


cent wage Increase and -a .07 hike in 
fringe benefits, a union spokesman said. 
• It is subject to approval by the wage and 
price board of the Cost of Living Council 
and is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


Base pay for butchers under the pre- 


vious contract is $236 a week plus health, 
welfare and pension contributions of $29. 
Added to Social Security benefits, the to- 
tal compensation was $270 a week. 


On the issue of meat sales after 6 p.m., 


a union spokesman said, "They've (retail 
grocers) been asking for night meat 
sales for a long time, but they're not 
willing to pay a top price for this. If they 
want to pay this kind of money, then 
we'll have something to talk about." 


A spokesman for retail grocers said he 


had "no comment" on the details of the 


new contract. As for night meat sales, he 
said, "Until the head of the union dies, 
there'll be no night meat sales." Union 
regulations prohibit sales of fresh red 
meat after 6 p.m. in most Chicago-area 
communities. 


THE EFFECT of a new wage boost for 


butchers will mean a "profit decrease," 
according to Earl Meeske, co-owner of 
the Meeske's Super Market In Mount 
Prospect. Retailers will be reluctant to 
pass along the higher labor cost to con- 
sumers, he predicted. 


Meat prices have dropped 20 to 30 per 


cent In recent weeks, said Meeske. He 
began lowering meat prices the week be- 
fore the beef price freeze lifted (Sept. 12) 
and many other retailers announced 
meat price declines.

Politics always prevails 


PHIA legislative proposals taking 


a back seat to legislators' barbs

Six state legislators and a seventh's representative came to 


Prospect Heights this week to listen to residents' problems — 
but couldn't help bringing politics along. 


Several times during the meeting Prospect Heights Im- 


provement -Association president Jack Gilligan had to call the 
legislators' attention back to the subject under discussion — 
11 legislative proposals by .the PHIA — and away from 
heated discussions among themselves over ideological differ- 
ences. 


Matters were not helped any by the fact that there were six 


Republicans and one Democrat on the panel. 


A MAJORITY of the panel agreed that there should be 


some type of tax breaks through lowered assessed valuation 
for golf courses, airports and other privately-owned, publicly- 
used facilities to guarantee their continued use and stop their 
development into apartment complexes. 


Most also agreed that a state land use commission should 


be set up and given the power to hold hearings on the envi- 
ronmental impact of any conversion of airports and golf 
courses to other commercial uses. Almost all thought town- 
ships should be given more power, including zoning powers. 


The exception against both proposals was offered by State 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, who was represented by Fran-" 
cine Stein. She said Jaffe would rather local governments 
condemn for public use facilities such as airports and golf 
courses, rather than giving tax breaks to their owners. 


Jaffe, she said further, does not believe townships have 


been responsive to residents. She said he is not In favor of 
giving townships more power but would rather see a regional 
planning authority set up. 


ALL OF THE legislators said they were in favor of some 


type of regional transportation authority, but they differed 
greatly on the details. They were near unanimous in their 
criticism of Gov. Daniel Walker and Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley for the way they have handled the RTA issue. 


A citizen's question on McDonald, Creek flooding touched off 


a round of criticism against John Guillou, former chief engi- 
neer for the Illinois Division of Waterways. 


Representatives 
Eugene F. 
Sclilickmnn. R-Arlington 


Heights, and Brian Duff, R-Wilmette, accused Guillou of play- 
ing politics with fund appropriations for creek improvements. 
They also charged Walker with senselessly cutting the 
McDonald Creek appropriation for this year from $183,000 to 
$60,000. 


Gilligan and the PHIA were commended several times for 


the list of proposed legislation they had drawn up. State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-4th, said they were "some more thought 
provoking ideas" for the Illinois General Assembly to work 
On. The areas covered, in the list were designed to be of 
concern to all unincorporated areas in the state, and not just 
Prospect Heights. 


OTHERS ATTENDING the meeting were State Sen. Brad- 


ley M. Glass, R-lst; State Rep. John E. Porter, R-Evanston; 
and Robert S. Juckctt, R-Park Ridge. 


The benefit gained through Monday's meeting at St. AI- 


phonsus School is that the legislators were alerted to what the 
residents of unincorporated areas want. This basically seems 
to be protection from higher governmental bodies acting in 
their area without their knowledge or consent. 


Whether any of the proposed legislation will ever be acted 


on or even drafted into proposed laws will remain largely; a 
matter of politics. But some Prospect Heights residents have 
at least learned at whom to yell. The legislators were highly 
visible, if not satisfying. 


Tentative OK for apartment complex

Expect flood problem study results in November

Flood relief for a part of Elk Grove 


Township may become a reality by early 
next year. 


Township officials said Monday night 


that it's hoped the first part of an engi- 
neering study on flooding will be ready 
by early November. Once specific prob- 
lems are pinpointed, corrective work can 
be planned and carried out. 


The study, being done by township en- 


gineers, Pearson, Brown and Associates, 
will deal with flooding In an unincorpo- 
rated area of the township, between Cen- 
tral Road and Rtc. 58, just east of Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


RESIDENTS from the area appeared 


before the township board in August; 
asking for flood relief. The homeowners 
complained their homes flooded when- 
ever there was a heavy rain. 


Al Stell, township highway commis- 


sioner, said the engineer's • report will 
give the cause of the problem and will 
recommend how to eliminate the flood- 
Ing. Stell said he had no idea how big the 
job of correcting the flooding in the area 
might be. 


Work on correcting the flooding prob- 


lem in the area probably won't begin un- 
til early spring, according to Stell. "I'm 


not ruling out the possibility that we 
could start on It before spring, but It 
would be hard to line up a contractor 
before that time. They're all pretty busy 
right now," he said. ' 


Flood control will be one of the major 


undertakings of the township this year 
and next. About $100,000 In revenue shar- 
ing funds has been earmarked for flood 
control and relief. 


IN OTHER ACTION the township 


board agreed to test the feasibility of a 
"Dlal-a-Rlde" bus system for senior citi- 
zens using a rented bus, instead of 
buying a bus.

Butchers9 pact continues night meat ban 


A contract providing 5.7 per cent raises 


and continuing the ban on night meat 
sales has been submitted to local butch- 
er's union members for approval. 


Union officials yesterday finished mall- 


Ing out copies of the new pact, which Is 
expected to bo ratified by Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butchers Workmen lo- 
cals 546 and 1B9. 


Officials of Local 546, which represents 


Chicago and some suburban butchers, 
reached agreement on the new contract 
last week with representatives of the re- 
tail grocers. It is expected to set the pat- 
tern for other northern Illinois locals, in- 
cluding Local I89, which represents 
butchers west of DCS Plalncs. 


THE CONTRACT Includes a 5.5 per 


cent wage Increase and a .07 hike in 
fringe benefits, a union spokesman said. 
It Is subject to approval by the wage and 
price board of the Cost of Living Council 
and Is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


Base pay for butchers under the pre- 


vious contract is $236 a week plus health, 
welfare and pension contributions of $29. 
Added to Social Security benefits, the to- 
tal compensation was $270 a week. 


On the Issue of meat sales after 6 p.m., 


a union spokesman said, "They've (retail 
grocers) been asking for night meat 
sales for a long time, but they're not 
willing to pay a top price for this. If they 
want to pay this kind of money, then 
we'll have something to talk about." 


A spokesman for retail grocers said he 


had "no comment" on the details of the 
new contract. As for night meat sales, he 
said, "Until the head of the union dies, 
there'll be no night meat sales." Union 


regulations prohibit sales. of fresh red 
meat after 6 p.m. in most Chicago-area 
communities. 


THE EFFECT of a new wage boost for 


butchers will mean a "profit decrease," 
according to Earl Meeske, co-owner of 
the Meeske's Super Market in Mount 
Prospect.

Meat prices have dropped 20 to 30 per 


cent in' recent weeks, said Meeske. He 
began lowering meat prices the week be- 
fore the beef price freeze lifted (Sept. 12) 
and many other retailers announced 
meat price declines.

An Illinois Racing Board report on

The report, prepared by Lucy Reum, 


chairman of the racing board's back- 
stretch committee, and released today 
charges that: 


• Washrooms and other sanitation fa- 


cilities used by backstretch employes fail 
to comply with Arlington Heights code. 


• Construction of new dormitories does 


not meet minimum standards for sleep- 
ing rooms as set forth in a national build- 
ing code. 


• Health code violations were not fol- 


lowed up during the racing season. 


• Numerous fire hazards exist during 


the racing meet and went undetected by 
local fire officials until four days before 
the track closed. 


SIX SERIOUS fire hazards were ob- 


served by Donald Hirth, a captain with 
the Arlington Heights Fire Prevention 
Bureau, during inspections July 20 and 23 
of this year, the report states. 


They included no means for occupants 


to fight dormitory fires, hay stored with- 
in six inches of a hot water heater, barns

on this plan yet," said Pittas. Members 
of the housing commission received 


copies of the plan lost night at their 
meeting. 


'I think it Is a step In the right direc- 


tion," he said. "We still got the same 
problem of funding as we did before but 
now maybe we can get commitments of 
sorts." 


The plan released by the coalition ear- 


lier this week applies to.Cook, DuPage, 
Lake, Kane, Will and Mclienry counties. 
The plan Is to be voluntarily adopted by 
municipalities.

"On the contrary, he stated that viola- 


tions did exist, but that the practice is to 
take up violations with the management 
after the close of the racing season. Ob- 
viously corrections of violations after the 
close of the racing meet have a reduced 
impact for residents of the backstre'tch," 
the report states. 


INSPECTION reports normally list de- 


fects and a deadline for correcting them. 
Failure to rectify violations can result in 
suspension or revocation of the estab- 
lishment's operating license.

are not in compliance with the Arlington

wildcat walkout on Monday, were back 
on the job yesterday in Hoffman Estates, 
Inverness, Mount Prospect, Palatine and 
parts of Prospect Heights and Schaum- 
burg. 


A holiday schedule was being followed 


with regular Monday pickups made yes- 
terday and regular Tuesday pickups 
scheduled for today. Wednesday pickups 
will be on Thursday, and both Thursday 
and Friday pickups will be on Friday. 
Next week's pickups will return to the 
normal schedule. 


THE QUICK END of the walkout 


averted sanitary and health problems 
which could have resulted from a lengthy 
strike. .

Chicago area and its dates extended for 
the longest period, the success of Arling- 
ton in surmounting backstretch problems 
is to a significant degree crucial to the 
future of horse racing In Illinois." 


A spokesman for Arlington Park Race 


Track said yesterday he had not seen the 
racing board report and would make no 
comment on the conditions described in 
the study. 


THE REPORT makes 11 recommenda- 


tions for improving the living and work- 
ing conditions for the 1,000 backstretch 
employes who each summer conic to Ar- 
lington Park and other tracks. 


It urges the Illinois Racing Board to 


"emphasize to racing association man- 
agement, municipal authorities and other 
governmental officials that backstretch 
personnel are a part of and not apart 
from the rest of society. They are en- 
titled to the protection of the laws." 


Other suggestions include creation of 


an employe training program, a federal 
inquiry into compliance with minimum 
wage regulations, extended health and 
welfare benefits, a pension plan, enforce- 
ment of minimum housing standards and 
the requiring of a fire prevention permit.
